ed obligation. In the ‘90s, mem- 
bers of the County Court, or ad- 
ministrative body, were sent to jail 
under a Federal Court decree for 
their vefusal to take any action 
toward payment. The voters in- 
sisted that the County Court should 
continue this attitude, and at sub- 
sequent elections, men were elect- 
ed to the County Court on the 
pledge that they would refuse to 
acknowledge the debt, and would 
go to jail if and when necessary— 
a pledge which was kept by sev- 
eral of these elected officials, 
. Promoters Get $250,000. 

The original issue.of county bonds 
was $250,000. It was in the midst 
of a railroad-building era that pro- 
moters prevailed on the County 
Court here, in 1870, to finance the 
promised construction of the Clin- 
ton branch of the proposed Tebo 
& Neosho railroad. 

An order voted by the County 
Court June 21, 1870, stated that the 
county was purchasing 2500 shares 
of the capital stock of the Tebo & 
Neosho railroad, and for this pur- 
pose was issuing $250,000 bonds, 
bearing 10 per cent interest, and 
payable in 1882. 

The bonds were duly sold, and 
the proceeds paid to the railroad 
promoters, who in 1871 began sur- 
veying and grading the projected 
branch. Then the work stopped, 
and the county authorities found 
that the bonds had been sold by the 
promoters to outside purchasers, 
who had no interest in fulfilling the 
promise of construction. 

Judgment in 1874. 

When the county suspended pay- 
ment of interest, holders of the 
bonds began taking their claims to 
the courts. The first judgment, for 
a sum exceeding $30,000, was ob- 
tained by a bondholder in 1874. 

Other judgments followed, the 
courts having no choice but to af- 
firm the validity of the bonded 


the county grew, the determination 
of its people not to pay was re- 
flected in the attitude of their 
elected officials.

United States marshals, bearing 
court decrees, were sent to attend 
meetings of the St. Clair County 
Court, but could not find the mem- 
bers in the Courthouse.

Jailed for Resisting Debt.

ing place. 

Imprisonment of two of the 
three County Court members, in 
1898, followed the prolonged dis- 
regard of judicial orders. The 
voters approved, and at several 
elections, candidates for the court 
were required to pledge themselves 
not to weaken in the bond matter. 
Some of those elected had to serve 
time in various county jails, to 
which they were. committed by 
Federal Court order.: This experi- 
ence was regarded as an honor. 

The $250,000 obligation, with inter- 
est, grew until in 1904, a bondhold- 
ers’ committee deemed itself to be 
making a great concession, when it 
offered to settle for $400,000. Vot- 
ers of the county overwhelmingly 
rejected the proposal. 

By July 1, 1915, judgments had 
been obtained against the county 
for a total of $3,960,000. John B. 
Henderson Jr. held the largest in- 
dividual judgment, for $1,267,000. 
Settlement Offers Rejected. 

Negotiations were renewed by the 
bondholders, and an offer to settle 
for $625,000 was made, only to be 
rejected almost as decisively as the 
earlier proposal. 

Some of the leading men of the 
county took the view that a set- 
tlement should be reached, and 
meetings were held in schoolhouses 
throughout the county. A reduc- 
tion, of $40,000 to $585,000 was ob- 
tained from the bondholders. This 
was approved by the voters in 
1917, the bonds were issued, and 
have been in regular course of pay- 
ment since, until the final payoff 
this week. 

How Courthouse Was Built. 

During the bond litigation, the 
county was unable to borrow 
money for the building of a need- 
ed new Courthouse, A 5-cent tax 
levy was made for repairs on the 


old building, and the repairs were 


prolonged until the structure had 
been rebuilt throughout. The Os- 
ceola Courthouse is believed to be 
the only one in Missouri that has 
been built without a bond levy.

prison. 

Judge Moore said he found no 
redeeming feature in the conduct 
of the former owners of the Pearl 
Garment Co. They put the com- 
pany in bankruptcy through pur- 
chases on credit of merchandise 
they unloaded within a few weeks 
before the crash at sacrifice prices. 
They sold for cash and kept the 
money for themselves, leaving cred- 
itors “holding the bag.” 

Louis’ sentence was for conceal- 
ing $76,000 from the creditors. 
Morris was sentenced for conspir- 
acy, with Louis, to conceal] the 
money, and for perjury at the 
hearings before the Referee in 
Bankruptcy. His perjury sentence, 
five. years, is to run concurrently 
with the two-year sentence for the 
other offense. ö 

Pleaded Guilty Jan. 26. 

The brothers pleaded guilty Jan. 
26, but sentence was deferred to 
permit them to arrange their af- 
fairs. In each instance the prison

MOSCOW, Feb. 5. — The four 
Soviet Arctic campers riding the 
ice from the North Pole tonight re- 
ported their 160 by 100-foot floe had 
drifted 20 miles farther from 
Greenland’s east coast in 24 hours 
while the temperature continued to 
drop. 

News of the falling tempera- 
ture heartened rescue crews, who 
had feared the floe might break 
up before the campers could be 
reached if recent warmer weather 
should continue to prevail.

They took refuge 
on the small floe when their larger 
camping site broke up. Commander 
Ivan Papanin, in charge of the sci- 
entific expedition, radioed the new 
position was 74.03 degrees north 
and 16.30 degrees west, about 120 
miles east of Greenland and more 
than 1100 miles from the North 
Pole. He said the temperature was 
8.6 degrees above zero (Fahren- 
heit). 

The hydrographic steamer Mur- 
manets reported she was skirting 
a great icefield in her effort to 
pick up the campers. She said she 
was about 350 miles southeast of 
their floe. Foggy weather in the 
Arctic Ocean east of Greenland 
somewhat delayed vessel’ pro- 
ceeding to the aid of the party.

BERLIN, Feb. 5.—Fuehrer Hitler 
was ready to press his demands for 
German “rights” tonight after hav- 
ing put the Nazi party in control 
of the army and reorganized the 
foreign service. 

With conservatives in the army 
and Foreign Ministry ousted for 
ardent Nazis, spokesmen began 
shouting the demands: 

1. Return of Germany’s “robbed” 
colonies; 

2. Control of the Free City of 
Danzig; 

3. German influence in Austria. 

The German army appeared to 
have taken the drastic shake-up, 
suddenly imposing a new high com- 
mand, with the same discipline with 
which it took the oath of allegiance 
to Hitler after the death of Pres- 
ident Paul von Hindenburg in 1934. 

How It Came About. 

The series of decrees last night 
which liquidated the week-long Cab- 
inet crisis gave Hitler no real in- 
crease of power; he had it already. 
The real significance of Der Fueh- 
rer’s move was the centralization 
of power in his own hands and 
those of his younger followers 
whose loyalty to Nazi ideals is un- 
questioned. 

Hitler took direct control of the 
armed forces, promoting 46 high- 
ranking officers and retiring 18 
“Christian” Generals; he handed 
the Foreign Ministry over to Joa- 
chim von Ribbentrop, his personal 
ambassador who once was known 
as Europe’s best champagne sales- 
man; he shuffled ambassadors. 

And all of this, perhaps the most 
far-reaching move of the five years 
of German rule, because the con- 
servative army generals objected to 
the War Minister’s wedding to a 
woman they described as “socially 
impossible.” They objected to Field 
Marshal Werner von Blomberg’s 
marriage to his secretary, a car- 
penter’s daughter; forced him out 


ot office; and, feeling their suc- 


cess, demanded Hitler say whether 
Nazis or generals would rule the 
army. Der Fuehrer answer them: 
“Henceforth, I, personally, will ex- 
ercise direct command over the 
armed establishment.” 

A brief announcement said Gov- 
ernment ministers “expressed warm 
approval” of Hitler’s measures to- 
night at a Cabinet meeting where 
preliminary outlines of future Nazi 
policies were discussed. 

Roll of Drums for Goering. 

Aji of the 33 army officers and 
U from the air force, who yester- 
day were promoted either in rank 
or to positions of greater responsi- 
bility, presented themselves to Hit- 
ler at the chancellory to report for 
duty.

Hint About Austria. 

A broad hint Austria was being 
watched with particular interest by 
Hitler was contained in an editorial 
in Goering’s newspaper Essener 
National Zeitung. Commenting on 
rétirement of Franz von Papen as 
Ambassador to Austria, the paper 
gaid “the Vienna post is at this 
moment once again of greatest im- 
portance to the Reich.”

Text of State 
ment or Ita Note. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.— The text 
of the State Department’s state- 
ment on its note o Japan, follows: 

“Since Dec. 31, 1936, when the 
Washington Naval Treaty of 1922 
and the London Naval Treaty of 
1930 expired, as a result of denun- 
ciation by Japan, there has been no 
quantitative naval limitation, that 
is, a limit on the number of ships 
which a nation may build. 

“There has been qualitative limi- 
tation, that is, a limit on the types 
of ships which a nation may build. 
This limitation has been in effect 
between the signatories of the Lon- 
don Naval Treaty of 1936 — the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France—and between Great Britain 
on the one hand, and Germany 
and the Soviet Union on the other. 

“Japan took part in the early 
stages of the London naval confer- 
ence of 1935-1936, but withdrew 
when the other participants were 
unable to accept the Japanese de- 
mand for a common upper limit, 
which meant that Japan would 
have naval equality in principle 
with the United States and Great 
Britain. 

“Subsequently, in 1936, Japan was 
approached by the British Govern- 
ment and asked if it would not give 
assurances that the treaty limits 
on types of ships would in practice 
be adhered to by it even though 
it could not see its way to subscrib- 
ing to the London Naval Treaty. 

“The Japanese Government de- 
clined to give these assurances. 

“This Government took up with 
Japan the limit of the size of guns 
on capital ships. Under Article 4 
of the London Naval Treaty, 1936, 
it is provided that 14 inches should 
be the limit of the caliber of guns 
on capital ships; however, if any 
of the parties to the Washington 
Naval Treaty of Feb. 6, 1922, should 
fail to accept this limit by April 1, 
1937, 16 inches would become the 
treaty limit of guns carried on cap- 
ital ships. 

“Despite the efforts of this Gov- 
ernment, Japan declined to accept 
the limit of 14 inches, and, as a 
consequence of the Japanese re- 
fusal, the limit of the guns on cap- 
ital ships rose to 16 inches. 

“Recently, reports have been re- 
current that Japan not only is ex- 
ceeding the limits provided in the 
London Naval Treaty, 1936, on the 
size of guns of cruisers and capital 
ships, but is building, or is plan- 
ning to build, above the limit of 
types of ships as well. 


“The question arises, therefore, 
whether these reports are correct 
and if so whether it will be neces- 
sary for the parties to the London 
Naval Treaty, 1936, to escalate, in 
accordance with the provision of 
the naval treaty which gives a 
signatory the right of escalation in 
the event of building not in con- 
formity with the treaty limits by a 
Power not a party thereto. Before 
the parties to the treaty can esca- 
late, under its provisions they must 
consult. A preliminary consultation 
has taken place and the British, 
French and American Governments 
have decided to approach the Jap- 
anese Government with a request 
for information. 


“In the following note to be de- 
livered to the Japanese Government 
by the American Ambassador to 
Tokio, Mr. Joseph C. Grew, on Feb. 
5, it is suggested that the United 
States, as a party to the London 
Naval Treaty, will be glad to re- 
ceive a reply to the inquiry with 
regard to the size and armament of 
Japanese capital ships and cruisers 
not later than Feb. 20 next. The 
reason for fixing Feb. 20 is that it 
is incumbent upon this Government, 
under the London Naval Treaty, to 
furnish information with regard to 
its naval p to the Treaty 
Powers within the first four months 
of the calendar year and that in 
order to prepare its estimates and 
have them ready for communica-

tion to the other Naval Powers par- 


ties to the London Naval Treaty, it 
is essential that the facts upon 
which the estimates are based be 
wholly assembled at the latest by 
the end of February. The hope is, 
therefore, expressed that a reply

Government by Feb. 20, in order 
that the exchange of information 
may be completed by the final date 
referred to in the note, that is, 
May 1.” 


Official Says It Would Be Step 

Back for Japan to Limit Navy. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Feb. 5.—The American 
and British notes were presented to 
Foreign Minister Koki Hirota to- 
day by United States Ambassador 
Grew and Sir Robert Craigie, the 
British envoy. France addressed a 
similar note. 

The Foreign Office acknowledged 
receipts with a brief statement de- 
scribing the notes as a request 
for information on Japan's posi- 
tion concerning the tonnage and 
gun calibers for warships. 

At a meeting of the Subcommit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, Admiral Mit- 
sumasa, Yonai, the Naval Minister, 
described Japan’s program as one 
of watchful waiting but he added: 
“We cannot waste time indefinite- 
ly with this attitude.” 

He said the British and Ameri- 
can policies seemed to be based on 
“the idea of sounding out Japan’s 
naval intentions.” 

Invasion of Japanese waters, he 
said, would mean immediate retali- 
ation. A spokesman hastened to 
explain that the Admiral did not 
refer to friendly visits of foreign 
fleets, which would be as welcome 
as always. 

At the same time Foreign Min- 
ister Hirota indicated to Parlia- 
ment his concern over the attitude 
of the United States toward Ja- 
pan’s undeclared war against Chi- 
na. He said the China “incident” 
was not war either from an inter- 
nal or an international point of 
view. 

“The two nations now are in a 
state of war but it is not interna- 
tional warfare,” he said, adding 
emphatically “we especially do not 
claim rights as belligerents.” 

In answer to questions from 
members on steps taken to better 
American relations, Hirota said: 
“It is most necessary for Japan 
to improve her relations with the 
United States, which is not a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations but 
is contributing much to the cause 
of world peace and is maintaining 
a ‘good neighbor policy.“

The heating systems are so slug- 
gish that many hours are spent 
daily in bringing the rooms up to 
temperature in normal weather and 
reasonable room temperatures can 
only be maintained in severe 
weather by operating the plants 24 
hours per day. These conditions 
result not only in the custodians 
having to put in long hours, but 
also in a considerable waste of 
fuel.” 

Few of the buildings have the 
Safety electrical switches and 
switchboards now required, the 
commissioner related, and the in- 
adequate lighting could not be re- 
placed without complete rewiring. 


Frequent and Costly Repair. 

“Frequently,” he continued, “ma- 
jor improvements must be made in 
order to maintain the buildings in 
a usable condition. Many of the 
older buildings have overhanging 
wood cornices which require costly 
inspection and repairs to avoid the 
hazards of falling pieces which 
may have come loose due to grad- 
ual decay. 

“It would be impractical to at- 
tempt to replace all of these 47 
buildings in a very short time, due 
to the policy of this board in pay- 
ing for school buildings out of cur- 
rent revenue. It should be consid- 
ered, however,, that there is an 
urgent need for new school build- 
ings as long as any of these build- 
ings remain in service. During the 
15 years following 1898, the board 
euthorized construction of 46 build- 
ings, or an average of three per 
year. A similar program during 
the next 15 years would establish 
St. Louis as a city without a non- 
fireproof school.“ 

Sanger also outlined various oth- 
er deficiencies of the old struc- 
tures. 

Dr. Gerling’s Findings. 

Dr. Gerling’s report, listing sub- 
stantially the same group of old 
schools, noted a variety of objec- 
tions to these buildings. Among 
these were: Grouping of several 
obsolescent structures in one yard, 
dark and uninviting buildings, 
steep stairways, insufficient black- 
board space, poor toilet arrange- 
ments. 

The superintendent called atten- 
tion to such factors in planning 
school construction as increase or 
decrease of the neighborhood pop- 
ulation, convenience of operation,

The day after he had first 
testified to that he returned to the 
stand and said Louis had told him 
the night before, for the first time, 
that he had used the money, not 
for the parole, but for “gambling 
and women.” 

Morris’ pleas of guilty were to 
one of three counts in the perjury 
indictment against him and to the 
conspiracy count in the conceal- 
ment indictment. The charge of 
concealment against him was dis- 
missed by the Government, with 
leave to reinstate. Louis pleaded 
guilty to the concealment count and 
the conspiracy count against him 
was dismissed, with leave to rein- 
state. 


Perjury Admitted. 

The perjury charges against Mor- 
ris were based on the testimony he 
gave at hearings before the Referee 
in Bankruptcy in which he told of 
payments made by the garment 
company to the mysterious “Max 
Katz” of Chicago. The perjury 
count to which he pleaded guilty 
related to his testimony describing 
the appearance of “Max Katz,” end 
conversations he said he had with 
Katz. 

The two perjury counts dismissed 
with .leave to reinstate related to a 
check for $4626, drawn on the ac- 
count of the Pearl Garment Co. a 
few days before it entered bank- 
ruptcy in August, 1936, and cashed 
with the indorsement of “Max 
Katz.” 

One of these counts alleged Mor- 
‘ris Londe perjured himself in testi- 
fying that this check was issued in 
payment for furs purchased from 
Katz.“ The other count alleged 
perjury in his testimony: that he 
had thought Louis cashed the check, 
without paying “Katz” and used the 
money to help pay for the parole 
their brother, Isador, had received 
from the Michigan State penitenti- 
ary the previous March.

| INOURANCE FEES 


Issuance Follows Attorney- 
General’s Request for 
Writ in Case of Im- 
pounded Fund. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 5.— 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
George S. Robertson and Attorney- 
General Roy McKittrick asked the 
Missouri Supreme Court today to 
prohibit Circuit Judge Nike G. 
Sevier m paying any more fees 
to custodians and attorneys from 
$2,750,000 in impounded excess in- 
surance premiums. 

The tribunal issued a stop order 
at once, directing Judge Sevier to 
take no further action until after 
the application for the writ of pro- 
hibition had been ruled on. 

Judge Sevier approved Thursday 
a report of L. H. Cook and H. P. 
Lauf, Jefferson City attorneys, who 
were named as custodians and com- 
missioners of the fund. 

Fees and Allowances. 

The report disclosed that about 
$88,000 of the impounded funds had 
been returned to policyholders at a 
total cost of about $235,000. The 
cost of making the refunds included 
about $60,000 each in fees paid to 
Cook and Lauf and about $37,000 
authorized in fees for Gilbert 
Lamb, their attorney. The re- 
mainder represented office expenses 
and clerical help. 

Judge Sevier has also approved 
allowances of $137,500 each to three 
Kansas City attorneys—Floyd E. 
Jacobs, John T. Baker and Glenn 
C. Weatherby—for services in the 
10 per cent fire insurance rate re- 
duction case in which the funds 
were impounded. 

The petition filed by Robertson 
and McKittrick pointed out that 
all of the allowances had been ap- 
pealed by the Attorney General to 
the Supreme Court. 

The high court was asked to di- 
rect Judge Sevier to make no fur- 
ther allowances to Cook, Lauf, 
Lamb, Jacobs, Baker and Weather- 
by. 

Sevier’s Authority Questioned. 

The petition asserted the super- 
intendent of insurance was the law- 
ful custodian of the impdunded 
funds and that Judge Sevier had no 
authority to name custodians or 
authorize fees. 

“Judge Sevier is exceeding his 
jurisdiction and threatening to act 
in excess of his jurisdiction and 
without authority of law, to deplete 
further and diminish said excess 
collections, illegally received by in- 
insurance companies, and now in 
custody of said Circuit Court,” the 
petition alleged. 

The impounded money is an out- 
growth of a 10 per cent rate reduc- 
tion ordered in 1922. The compa- 
nies fought the order but lost in 
1929 in the United States Supreme 
Court. 

About $13,000,000 had been col- 
lected in excess premiums between 
1922 and 1929. The companies re- 
paid all but $2,750,000 of this. The 
Cole County Circuit Court took jur- 
isdiction of this latter sum and 
named Cook and Lauf to attempt 
to make the refunds.

Of this amount, $4,500,000 was col- 
lected by the Federal Government 
on 1936 payrolls in Missouri. and 
credited to the State.

After C I O Men Had Up- 


New testimony linking members 
of the C I O-affiliated United Au- 
tomobile Workers with intimidation 
and violence against non-striking 
employes of the Ford Motor Co. 
was introduced yesterday at a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board hear- 


Testifying that C I O men had 
accused him of “scabbing,” Clarence 
Blessing, a metal finisher, declared 
he was severely beaten Dec. 4. 
about 10 days after a strike had 
been called at the company’s St. 
Louls assembly plant. The wit- 
ness said he had been “knocked 
into a complete loop by a rough- 
looking large fellow.” 

In meeting objections from coun- 
sel for the N L R B, Daniel Bart- 
lett, Ford attorney, declared a 
Chevrolet employe had assaulted 
Blessing. He asserted also that the 
testimony of a Ford striker had 
established that the latter had “put 
the finger on Blessing.” 

Visited at His Home. 

On Jan. 1, Blessing continued, 
thre members of the C I O un'on, 
one of them the Ford striker, 
called at his home and asked if he 
wasn't “afraid that something was 
going to happen.” Blessing said the 
men informed him that thé union 
had decided to allow the plant to 
remain open one more week, after 
which employes’ automobiles 
“might be blown up.” 

Blessing said his car had been 
sprayed with acid and that on an- 
other occasion the air was let out 
of his tires. Asked if he had seen 
blackjacks in the Ford assembly 
plant, at 4100 Forest Park avenue, 
the witness declared he had not ob- 
served more than three of the 
weapons. Asked then if he carried 
a blackjack, Blessing replied sim- 
ply, “No, I had a gun.” 

When arrested on charges of car- 
rying concealed weapons, the wit- 
ness said, he was released on a bail 
bond furnished by Bert Gantner, 
factory service head. He quoted 
Ganther as remarking, “I can’t 
blame you for carrying a gun.” 
The witness said he informed the 
factory service head that he “would 
rather spend six months in jail 
than two months in a hospital.” 

“Layalty Pledges” Again. 

Further attempts by N L R B 
attorneys to establish the origin 
and disposition of “loyalty pledges” 
which were circulated at the plant 
last November proved fruitless in 
the cross-exmaniation of another 
witness. 

Roy W. Clifford, former C I O 
union member, testified he found a 
petition containing several signa- 
tures on a steel table in the plant. 
The petition, stating ‘that the sign- 
ers approved of the labor policies 
and working conditions prevailing 
at the plant, met with his hearty 
approval, he declared. 

Clifford said he signed the peti- 
tion and carried it to the home of 
another Ford worker wh also 
signed. When asked on cross-ex- 
amination if he believed the man- 
agement was responsible for the 
document, he said: “I was in hopes 
that ti would go to the home of- 
fice of the Ford Motor Co. at De- 
troit. It looked good to me and I 
wanted some of it. Not only that, 
but I fixed up one of my own and 


signed it.” 
Urged Men to Return. 

Fearing that failure of men to 
return to their jobs when the plant 
opened for production of new mod- 
els in November would endanger his 
job, the witness said he urged two 
men to return. He added: “I felt 
that the only way the company 
would feel safe in snipping in stock 
would be to know that there would 
be enough men available to run the 

* 

Clifford said he was arrested sev- 
eral weeks ago on charges of car- 
rying a concealed weapon. He tes- 
tified that police, in searching his 
lunch box, had found a revolver 
which he obtained in a trade for 
a studio couch. 

The witness said he joined the C 
I O union last spring after “I was 
called a lot of names.” He de- 
clared that Frank Gruswitz, finan- 
cial secretary of the local, had 
called him a “rat and a stool pig- 
eon” when he hesitated in joining. 
“I gathered that they didn’t exact- 
ly like me,” he said. 

When the hearing was adjourned 
yesterday, after the thirty-sixth day 
of testimony, court reporters esti- 
mated that about 1,600,000 words 


‘Thad been recorded since the in- 


quiry began. Company attorneys 
said several additional weeks would 
be required for presentation of 
defense testimony.

Walsh drafted his plan after 
studying various proposals. by 
groups of creditors. 

He recommended that nine prop- 
erties in the Cotton Belt system 
be merged with a total capitaliza- 
tion of $81,050,439 compared with 
the present capitalization of $107,- 
634,678. Capitalization of the new 
company, however, would be in- 
creased to $97,792,002 if claims of 
bondholders in Holland for pay- 
ment in guilders instead of dollars 
should be allowed by the courts. 

Cut in Fixed Charges Pro 

Walsh recommended reduction of 
‘fixed charges from $4,305,175 to 
$1,327,270. The new company would 
have a funded debt of $32,725,250.

In California, 
where the track takes 8 per cent, 
the State 3 per cent and break- 
age another 1 per cent, the public 
bank roll is literally more than 
half devoured. 

Suppose, for example, that the 
public starts with $100,000 and 
plays it all on the first race. Tak- 
ing out 12 per cent, the mutuels 

back $88,000. It this is all 
bet back, the mutuel returns to 
the winners of the second race 
only $77,500, If the same proced- 
ure were followed right down 
through the card of eight races, 
the mutuels would pay back to 
the winners of their last race only 
$36,000! 

Betting, of course, is not con- 
ducted on any such fixed bank 
roll basis, nor is it all that is 
wagered back on each succeed- 

race. More is added to 
the total bank roll after each 
race, as the day progresses. Nev- 
ertheless, the figures above still 
reveal the devouring power of the 
mutuel toll, 

And, in spite of it all, there are

Vault Reproduced in Ef. 
fort to Refute Govern- 
ment Testimony. 


GRAHAM AND McKAY 
TO TAKE THE STAND 


Prosecution Fails to Pro- 
duce Witness on Un- 
solved Disappearance of 
Former Cashier. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Defense 
attorneys at the trial of five alleged 
conspirators in a Reno (Nev.) swin- 
dling ring are preparing to set up 
in court a reproduction of a bank 
cash vault, in an effort to refute 
testimony of a Government witness. 

At the close of the second week 
of the trial, United States Attorney 
William P. Maloney said another 
half hour’s testimony on Monday 
would complete the Government's 


case. The central figures, William 
J. Graham and James C. McKay, 
Reno sportsmen and night club op- 
erators, are accused of mail fraud 
and conspiracy in allegedly operat- 
ing a “clearing house” for bunko- 
steerers in the Nevada city. 
Swindled Out of $177,000. 

Defense Attorney John Taaffe of 
San Francisco is preparing to at- 
tack the testimony of a key Federal 
witness, Joseph M. Feutsch, who 
was assistant cashier of the now de- 
funct Riverside Bank of Reno. 
Feutsch has sworn that he saw 
McKay, an officer of the bank, 
bring $110,500 into the bank on Dec. 
8, 1930, the day on which Miss 
Kathryn Beeson, an elderly steel 
heiress of Pittsburgh, Pa., was paid 
cash for her securities—shortly be- 
fore she was swindled out of $177,- 
000. Under cross-examination, 
Feutsch has insisted he saw McKay 
with the money in the vault. 

Taaffe said tonight that, if Jus- 
tice Willis Van Devanter will con- 
sent, he will set up a reproduction 
of the cash vault in the courtroom 
Monday and attempt to show that 
Feutsch could not possibly have 
seen McKay inside the vault from 
his position behind the cashier’s 
cage. 

Carpenters were working in the 
basement of the Federal Building 
today to complete the reproduction 
—a big gray and black door, com- 
plete in detail. White lines on the 
floor of the “stage” indicate the 
partitions of the cashier's cages. 

Case’s Unsolved Mystery. 

Expected testimony involving one 
of the mysteries in the case — the 
unsolved disappearance of Roy J. 
Frisch, cashier of the Riverside 
Bank—failed to materialize today, 
when the prosecution canceled plans 
to call John Paul Chase, now serv- 
mg a life term at Alcatraz Island 
Prison and one-time confederate of 
the. late “Baby Face“ Nelson. 
Brought here under guard from the 
island prison in California, Chase 
had been slated to testify about 
Frisch’s disappearance. 

The prosecution has asserted that 
Chase and Nelson took Frisch for 
a “ride” because he knew too much 
about the alleged Reno pay-off 
racket. Prosecutor Maloney an- 
nounced, however, that he had de- 
cided against calling Chase because 
his testimony would be limited by 
court rules. 

Both Graham and McKa 
said they will testify when 
is resumed next week. 


YEAR FOR THEFT OF 80008 
FROM INTERSTATE SHIPMENT 


Theodore Borgmann Pleads

Theodore Borgmann was sen- 
tenced to a year and a day in a 
Federal penitentiary by United 
States District Judge George H.

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~ STAKE IN DEMOCRACY 


‘Former Kansas Governor Tells 
Methodists Both Are Threat- 
ened by Absolutism Abroad.

* CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—Former Gov. 
Alf M. Landon of Kansas asserted 
today that “Christianity has a great 
stake in the preservation of democ- 
racy.” The 1936 Republican pres- 
idential candidate, addressing the 
closing session of the United Meth- 
odist Council, representing the 
three great branches of the church 
soon to be formally consolidated, 
then declared that “only by a vig- 
orous and prophetic church may 
we retain democracy.”

Not 
only does it threaten democratic 
and representative government, it 
threatens the church itself.“ 

He called for an awareness of 
events abtoad, adding: “We can- 
not live on a high plateau, above 
and away from all other nations.

Sale of the plant erected for and 
occupied by the Bridge & Beach 


20 years, as reported in the 
Post-Dispatch on Sunday, Jan. 30, 
was a real estate transaction in 
which the company was in no wise 
concerned.

DWELLING SHORTAGE. 
_IN'52 PCT. OF THEM 


Absorption of Residential 
and Business Space Is 
Found. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 5. — Residential 
rents have increased 5 or 10 per 
cent the past year in most districts, 
a survey of conditions in 260 cities 
by the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards disclosed today. 

Rents for apartments are up in 
66 per cent of the cities and down 
in only 3 per cent. Rents for sin- 
gie family dwellings are up in 67 
per cent of the cities reporting and 
down in only 6 per cent. 

The association said new build- 
ing appeared to have been suf- 
ficient, considering the extent of 
general business recovery, to hold 
a “balanced situation” with respect 
to space absorption and rent in- 
creases, This balance, 
would seem to open the way to 
gradual rather than violent adjust- 
ment in housing supply and de- 
mand as the general busines sit- 
uation changed. 

Supply and Demand. 

A undersupply of single family 
dwellings exists in 52 per cent of 
the cities reporting and a prospec- 
tive shortage of an additional 6 
per cent is reported. An oversup- 
ply exists in 5 per cent of the cities 
surveyed. An undersupply was re- 
ported in 72 per cent of the cities 
a year. ago. 

An undersupply of apartments 
was reported in 40 per cent of the 
cities with a prospective shortage 
in an additional 4 per cent and an 
oversupply in only 6 per cent. A 
year ago an undersupply was re- 
ported in 55 per cent of the cities. 

Construction during the year av- 


eraged a little more than one new |. 


apartment unit for every 233 fam- 
ilies in the cities. New home build- 
ing averaged one detached house 
for every 115 families. 

The association said the semian-

The survey showed a sustained 
but balanced absorption of residen- 
tial and business space, increased 
earning power for every type of 
real estate property, with capital 
seeking mortgage investment and 
interest rates either steady or de- 


Real Estate Prices Rise. 

Although in the last few months 
market activity receded and in 
most cities was lower than a year 
ago, sale prices of real estate were 
predominantly higher, with a 10 
per cent rise reported most fre- 
quently. 

The survey disclosed the greater 
percentage of cities reporting a rise 
in apartment rents was in the 
larger population groups. The 
largest proportion of cities showing 
an uptrend in business and office

more than 500,000 population report- 
ed any downtrend in rents of any 
type of property. Not a city of 
more than 500,000 population has 
any remaining oversupply of resi- 
dential space.

Q. My kitchen had linoleum all 
over the floor, Now I have a rug 
over that. I want to paint the 
sides a plain color. Will paint hold 
o. this and what can I do to make 
it hold?

A. Any good floor paint or enam- 
el should cover your old linoleum. 
See that the old surface is free of 
grease or wax by washing it with 
a washing soda. Let dry thorough- 
ly before painting. Two coats 
should cover all colors.

Q. I have just bought a house 
and although it is new I find that 
the white plastered walls above the 
tile in the kitchen need painting. 
I decided to give them a coat or 
two of some good enamel but somé- 
one told me cold water paint would 
be best as this would still give 
them that new appearance. Please 
give me your opinion and also how 
to apply both, whether Td have to 
give them an undercoat of some 
kind, AN ARDENT READER. 


A. If you are contemplating 
painting your kitchen walls at some 
later time it would de inadvisable 
to use a cold water paint now as 
much of this must be removed for 
a good paint job.

Plaster walls should be 
allowed six months to season prop- 
erly. Cracks or holes should be 
plastered and the surface should be 
free of dust. Three coats are nec- 
essary, a priming coat, a second or 
body coat, and a finishing coat. 
These may all be purchased ready 
mixed. Each coat of paint should 
be allowed to dry thoroughly before 
applying the next.

Swing It!

F Benny Goodman doesn’t watch 

himself he may become “signif- 

icant” at any moment now. It 
wasn't his fault, of course, that a 
highbrow pamphlet such as the Na- 
tion should take notice of him, nor 
could he have done anything about 
that piece in Modern Music. But 
the Carnegie Hall concert must 
have been’ committed with delib- 


eration. He should have known 
that a certain number of music 
critics always go to Carnegie Hall 
from force of habit. If he didn’t 
he might have asked Paul White- 
man. That gentleman suffered from 
a dose of highbrow adulation for 
years and all because he too gave 
a concert at Carnegie Hall. 

In Whiteman’s heyday jazz was 
in the process of becoming an in- 
fluence” on American music: What 
that influence has since amounted 
to is not quite clear. But at the 
time there was a widely held be- 
lief that the muted trumpets, the 
moaning saxophones and the hys- 
terical clarinets would somehow 
give a new flavor to so-called seri- 
ous music. And something of the 
sort did happen. There was George 
Gershwin’s “Rhapsody in ,Blue.” 
There was the Concerto in F by the 
Same composer. But it stopped 
there. Now Jazz has issued into 
Swing. And Benny Goodman, much 
to his astonishment, no doubt, is its 
Prophet.

THE ORDINARY concertgoer, 
with nothing more complicated in 
his ear than Richard Strauss’ “Ein 
Heldenleben” and Beethoven's 
Ninth Symphony, will probably 
have difficulty in finding the dif- 
ference between Jazz and Swing. If 
he does he should keep his bewil- 
derment to himself, Otherwise he 
will be thought of as soméone 
whose sense of hearing has not sur- 
vived the Hoover depression. For 
there is a very important distine- 
tion. If you don’t believe me ask 
‘Aaron Copland, who wrote that ar- 
ticle, already referred to, in Mode 
ern Music. 

Swing, it seems, is the apotheo- 
sis of improvisation. The boys take 
a simple tune, play it straight and 
then toss it back and forth among 
themselves. The saxophone, the 
trumpet, the clarinet, the trombone, 
all have their way with it while 
those who are not so engaged con- 
tinue to hammer out the basic four- 
four or two-four rhythm. In the 
course of time a certain way of 
handling a piece will become. set 
and the boys will play it in public 
or make a record of it. But some- 
times—when a jam session is in 
progress—the improvisation takes 
place on the spot to the unbridled 
delight of every college boy and 
debutante in hearing distance. 


—-0-0-— 


THE FACILITY with which 
Goodman or Duke Ellington or one 
of their talented colleagues can 
ring the changes on a melody 
amounts to unmistakable virtuos- 
ity. Slides, leaps, trills, chromatic 
runs, impudent out-of-tune side- 
swipes at a passing note and all 
against a background of the most 
audacious harmonies, are common 
occurrences in any first-class swing 
performance. As a feat of articu- 
lation it is the real and ultimate 
Mallarkey. And it says precisely 
nothing. Or rather it says the same 
thing over and over again. 

The devotees of this Muse-With- 
the-Hectic-Flush, known in their 
own circles as alligators, probably 
wish for a double set of ears. Any 
one else may conceivably wish he 
was born deaf. 

Moreover, one begins to recall 
that Jazz also had its inexorable 
rhythms and its seeming improvis- 
ation. The color may be brighter 
in Swing and the harmonies bolder, 
which is a way of saying that Swing 
has been carried farther in the same 
direction. But both are concerned 
with a method of expression and 
both have the same effect on the 
nerve ends,

For it takes 
someone with a sense of imagina- 
tion to realize that four walls are 
no longer merely four walls when 
it comes to the decorating of a 
room today, inasmuch as each wall 
may now be treated individually as 
well as part of the whole. 
has long been realized that it 
is possible to change the size and 
shape of a window by the method 
in which it is draped; that ugly 
lines of furniture may be modified 
by concealing slip-covers, and that 
the scale of furniture and the way 
it is arranged will have much to 
do with the apparent size of a room. 
But it has just recently been dis- 
covered that the architectural por- 
portions of a room may apparently 
be changed by the simple use of 
paint or wall paper without actual- 
ly making any structural changes.

THE OLD IDEA that the four 
walls of a room were painted in 
one tone with the ceiling in a light- 
er shade no longer holds good. To- 
day, before redecorating a room, 
analyze the proportions of the room 
and decide how they should be

what can be more cheerful? A great 
comfort a fireplace can be if it 
works! But there’s nothing more 
dishearting than a fireplace that 
fails at the crucial moment, as many 
a fireplace does. A badly behaved 
or temperamental fireplace is dis- 
couraging to say the least. It may 
not draw well, it may draw too well 
and take all the heat up the chim- 
ney, or it may smoke. 


The first puff of smoke that 
sneaks into the room may smell 
like a breath of the woods and 
bring back pleasant memories, but 
let the fireplace keep up this and 
the charm fades fast as the air gets 
blue, and the furnishings show 
smudgy traces. 


Considerable heat may be fur- 
nished by a rightly planned fire- 


place, and considerable heat may 


be drawn from the room by one for 
which the vital details have not 
been planned carefully. No matter 
how attractive the fireplace looks, 
it is the details, often the out-of- 
sight details, that are important in 
maintaining both its charm and its 
usefulness. 


‘There really is no excuse for not 
building a fireplace corectly. Not 
everybody building fireplaces knows 
this. Some remedies often are im- 
portant. The picture at upper left 


was taken in an attractive studio, 


one sizable enough to warrant the 
large and interesting fireplace 
shown here. But the fireplace 
smoked. The opening was an un- 
usual size so the problem was not 
an easy one. A “fireplace doctor” 
contrived the heatproof glass shield 
that keeps the smoke in the chim- 
ney where it belongs. Several years 
have proven its worth. A plain met- 
al shield might have dgne the same 
job but in this fireplace none of 
the glow of the flame is lost for 
it all shows through the transpar- 
ent hood of glass. Not the thing you 
would plan if you were building 
perhaps but surely a good solution 
and an attractive and ingenious 
one. It baffles many sparks that 
might fly out into the room, As a 
matter of fact the use of a fire 
screen has been eliminated since 
the glass shield has been in use. 


Fireplaces that are meeded for 
heat as well as cheer can be pro- 
vided easily nowadays. The one 
shown at upper right is built 
around a heavy steel form which 
acts as back wall and combustion 
chamber, and includes dampers and 
draughts. Logically the fireplace 
should be built around this conven- 
lence at the outset. However it is 
worth looking into if you are re- 
modeling too. It is constructed so 
that fresh air is taken in from the 
outside, circulated past the heated 
metal back plate so that only warm 


fresh air comes into the room. A 


damper in the chimney prevents 
down draughts which are so often 
the reason for a smoky fireplace. 
It is arranged so that there are no 
strong up-the-chimney draughts 
either. This is very important in 


a house with a central heating sys- 


ing type of fireplace may be totally 
adequate for some of the between 
season heating or to supplement 
heating that does not seem ade- 
quate. An excellent idea this is for 
shacks or country places where a 
limited amount of heat is required. 


The working part of the fireplace, 
which is shown in the inset, may be 
accompanied by any type of ex- 
terior. The mantel may be as ar- 
resting as you wish to make it, 
either modern or antique in design 
while the inner working parts of 
the fireplace are modern and ex- 
tremely efficient. It is the out-of- 
sight. details that are important 
here. 


If you must have a fireplace, but 

here is no chimney—and no chance 
or one—consider a portable man- 
tel and sham fireplace, shown at 
lower left in the picture layout. It 
gives a certain effect, but no actual 
heat. It adds a pleasing note to 
some rooms. You can sit in front 
of this pseudo-fireplace just as well 
as a real one. It can be had in al- 
most any design you wish, modern, 
period, early American. Much 
easier to keep clean than a real 
one—and you can take it along 
when you move. 


Early American types of homes 
may lend themselves to the stove, 
pictured at lower right, that many 
years ago Ben Franklin found heat- 


ed a room far better and with less 


fuel than did the ordinary fireplace 
of his day. If you would be faith- 
ful to American tradition in your 
household interior, you might find 
this a pleasing solution for your 
open fire problem. 


If the fireplace doesn’t work too 
well, you may be able to utilize its 
chimney this way with good re- 
sults. In using this stove, close off 
most of the fireplace opening into 
the room. Provide an opening just 
large enough for the stovepipe to

Tou really can glorify shredded 
cabbage when you mix it well with 
sour cream dressing. Be sure and 
get the thick oozing kind of sour 
cream. To three-quarters cup of 
sour cream add one-quarter cup of 
vinegar slowly, stirring all the time. 
Season’ with one-half teaspoon of 
salt, a very light pinch of cayenne 
pepper, one-hzlf teaspoon paprika, 
and one teaspoon of chives of fine- 
ly chopped onion, preferably chives, 
all to be med well.

West Disease 


Early, Advice 
Of a Physician 


All Too Often the Doctor 
Is Called in Last Stages 
of an Illness.” 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE Chinese, according to tra- 
dition, pay their doctors to keep 
them well.and stop paying them 
only if they get sick. This plan 
has recently been advocated by 
the distinguished English urgeon, 
Lord Moynihan, who said in a Lon- 


don address that there would be 
far less sickness if all people would 
consult doctors regularly while they 
are in health instead of waiting 
until they are ill. 

He believes that hospitals and 
universities should establish spe- 
cial professorships, the duty of 
which would be to study people 
who are well and endeavor to for- 
mulate a method of examination 
which would detect diseases in 
their incipiency before the patient 
is aware of any change. At pres- 
ent most diseases are detected first 
by the patient’s own sensory sys- 
tem. 

I thoroughly agree with Lord 
Moynihan as to the value of trying 
to diagnose disease in its earliest 
stages, but until the time when his 
instruments of precision are 80 
delicate that they replace the hu- 
man mind, and in a world where 
so many people are anxious to med- 
dle with what is better left lone, 
what with innumerable operations 
and unproved treatments, I am not 
sure but what more harm than 
good would be done by universal 
examination of those who think 
themselves well. I do believe, how- 
ever, that it is very imp. ‘tant to 
see a doctor as soon as symptoms 
of any kind make their appear- 
ance. All too often the doctor is 
called in in the last stages of dis- 
ease when he can do nothing, 
whereas he might have been able 
to do much in the incipiency. 

As Lord Moynihan says, the 
average physician never is called in 
until nature's battle against disease 
has been almost lost. “He is in 
the position of a military com- 
mander who is never sent for until 
the army he is to command is vire 


tually defeated already and fight» 
ing in the last ditch.”

leading play doctor,“ has supplied something of writing, direction 
or production that has turned the trick to success. 
Oddly enough, that talent hag not served him particularly well 
this season with “All That Glitters,” “Angel Island” or “Brown 
Sugar,“ but the Abbott gonfalon still flies high over Brother Rat“ 
and Room Service“ on Broadway so his reputation is undimmed. 
When “Room Service” first came out in 1936, as a production of 
Sam H. Harris in Philadelphia, it lacked a proper third act and 
Harris called in George S. Kaufman to help the authors, John Murray 


and Ellen Boretz, rework it but without success.

At the opposite pole from “Room 
Service” is Maurice Evans in 
Shakespeares “King Richard II.“ 
which follows at the American on 
Monday night, Feb. 14. Yet “King 
Richard II“ was also one of the 
big successes in New York last 
spring and fall, Evans’ total of 171 
performances establishing an all- 
time record for Shakespearean 
plays. 

“King Richard II“ had not been 
played in New York for 60 years, 
or since Edwin Booth, when the 
Evans production was brought forth 
last spring. Evans, who grew up 
in England and became a leading 
actor at the Old Vic Theater, was 
invited to America by Katharine 

_Cornell for “Romeo and Juliet” and 
“St. Joan” and remained to play 
Napoleon in “St. Helena,” then 
“King Richard II.“ 

The result is that the actor, in 
his thirties now, has announced 
plans for a permanent Shakespear- 
ean repertory in tais country. Fur- 
thering that plan, he has been re- 
hearsing King Henry IV—Part I,” 
in which he plays Falstaff, and has 
played it in Philadelphia, Toronto 
and Detroit.

6 AVING been appointed a 
Hens in the United States 
Navy, I do solemnly swear 

The audience at Loew’s has to 
take the Naval Academy oath anew 
this week, but having done so, finds 
itself in the midst of a homecom- 
ing that is not only the best of the 
Annapolis movies, but one to take 
rank with fine films on any sub- 
ject. “Navy Blue and Gold” is a 
somewhat amazing example of how 
much-used material may be made 
real and resilient again. 

Several persons may share in the 
credit. Sam Wood was director of 
the picture. George Bruce wrote 
the screen play from his own novel. 
Cameramen covered the grounds 
on location. One thing is sure— 
somebody knew his business. 

“Navy Blue and Gold” doesn’t de- 
viate even a fraction of a per cent 
from the Annapolis pattern. Three 
lads from widely separated stations 
in life enter at the same time, room 
together and play football. One has 
asister and histwo roommates are 
rivals for her affection. The guar- 
dian angel is an old officer. Pranks, 
carelessness, threat of dismissal 
and the big game with the Army as 
a climax. No one should go to 
Loew's expecting to hear a new 
story about the Academy. 

The treatment is everything. Al- 
though “Navy Blue and Gold” still 
gives the impression we're going to 
play Japan in the Rose Bowl and 
that the Navy never wins unless it 
has a’ bit of disgrace or hospital 
sickness to spur it on, the picture 
is wise, amusing and strangely 
stirring from the first minute. The 
loyalties of Robert Young, James 
Stewart and Tom Brown are genu- 
ine. Their behavior is youthful, 
eager and manly. The comedy, of 
which there is much, arises natur- 
ally. 

The only false notes are struck 
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by a highly involved tale about 
Stewart's disgraced father and the 
father’s vindication all of a sudden. 
And a prayer which Young makes 
to the image of Tecumseh on the 
campus seems somewhat too seri- 
ously pagan in a Christian country. 

Sharing the glory with the fu- 
ture Admirals are Lionel Barry- 
more as the old salt, Florence Rice 
as Brown's sister, Billie Burke as 
his mother and Barnett Parker as 
the family butler. 


Of equal worth is Loew’s second 
picture, “Boy of the Streets,” in 
which Jackie Cooper, that efficient 
little tear-tapper of a few years 
back, grows up into an embryo 
gangster. 
makes itself evident. 

In many. ways, “Boy of the 
Streets” is a better picture than 
“Dead End,” which it greatly re- 
sembles. It has less “production 
value,” the sets are less preten- 
tious, the cast less notable, the 
writing less accomplished and the 
direction more frequently unsteady. 
But it escapes that over-emphasis 
that characterized “Dead End,” has 
no burdening romantic theme and 
is a dozen times less theatrical. 

“Boy of the Streets” is not the 
melodrama that can be crammed 
into 24 hours but the examination 
of a youth of the slums and the 
ways he may go. Jackie tosses his 
lot in with a racketeer but in an 
emergency his fine qualities come 
through, tragedy is averted and he 
enlists in the Navy, which is quite 
popular now. The whole course of 
events has the ring of truth. 

Some of the picture, of course, 
is banal and silly. Kathleen Burke’s 
part as the benevolent heiress who 
reconditions the tenements, Gordon 
Elliott as. the young doctor who 
talks about broken bones and 
broken souls, are shabby inven- 
tions. Even hiring Marjorie Main, 
the gangster’s mother from “Dead 
End,” to play young Cooper's moth- 
er, was not altogether a blessing. 
— isn’t the type of character called 
or. 

But in the habits, the pranks, the 
interests of the boys’ gang of which 
Cooper is leader are dozens of de- 
tails ordinarily missed by Holly- 
wood. Any movie patron will be 
grateful for them.

The Buccaneer. 
N “The Buccaneer,” at the Fox 
Cecil B. DeMille has again helped 
himself to some of the tastiest 
material in America’s romantic past, 
Into the bayous of Barataria, he 


goes in search of America’s great 


pirate and yatriot, Jean Lafitte. 
To the apparent limit of his capa- 
bilities, he succeeds in bringing 
forth a fine pictorial pageant. 


His acting gift stilt 


De Mille and his scenarist, Jeanie 
Macpherson, have woven the plot 
around Lafitte’s aid to the young 
United States in the War of 1812 
and Lafitte’s part in the victory 
of New Orleans. The pirate didn't 
exactly help Andrew Jackson save 
the country, since the battle was 
fought after the U. S. A. and Great 
Britain had called it quits and 
signed a treaty, but Lafitte at least 
helped “Old Hickory” prove definite- 
ly that we can lick anybody. And 
that appeals to us all. 

While De Mille’s extras are burn- 
ing the national capital, while Dol- 
ly Madison is riding away with the 
Declaration of Independence in her 
lap, while American ships are bat- 
tering Lafitte’s pirate city to pieces 
in mistaken vengeance, while the 
Battle of New Orleans is being 
fought, “The Buccaneer” is a full- 
bodied, virile show. When inter- 
missions are taken to let Lafitte, 
an unpardonable social climber, kiss 
the hands of a lady of the aristoc- 
racy, “The Buccaneer” is pretty bad. 

The character of Lafitte is the 
worst written of all in the picture, 
a kind of Hollywood hero with a 
few historical justifications tacked 
on. And why Fredric March should 
feel called upon to affect a false 
French accent when many other 
French characters in the cast use 
faultless English is quite beyond 
me. To hear him say “leetle” for 
little and “po-tay-TOH” for potato 
is the most disturbing part of the 
show. 

Fully - overshadowing March's 
work is that of Hugh Sothern as 
Andrew Jackson and Akim Tami- 
roff as the droll cannoneer, Domi- 
nique You. Both have accents 
which become them. Franciska 


Gaal, Hungarian actress who was 


imported to play a Dutch girl in 
love with Lafitte, also is acceptable. 

So much of “The Buccaneer” is 
so exceedingly interesting of itself 
—the swamps, the sea fights, the 
land fights—that one wishes De 
Mille could do things a little less 
obviously, a little more in the man- 
ner of talking pictures, which he 
has yet to discover. 

His pirates were plainly selected 
among the hardest-visaged men on 
the extra lists, and are so tough 
they are almost funny; his cannon 
always hit twice and sometimes 
three times in the same places, his 
stunt men repeat their stunts, his 
cameras always find the flag and 
the brave hands holding it up, his 
heroine goes to battle in a dier 
suit and somebody should ve 
slapped her. A social get-together 
at the pirate camp Is so completely 
pirate in setting and costume that 
it might well be a beach party 
given by the Fredric Marches for 
the Charles Laughtons.

“More than 31 per cent of the 
total electric energy generated by 
Bond & Share subsidiaries, the 
brief says, is transmitted across 
state lines, and more than 25 per 
cent of all electrical energy trans- 
mitted across state lines is 
handled by Bond & Share sub- 
sidiaries. The Bond & Share Co. 
handles approximately 15 per cent 
of all the electric energy gener- 
ated in the United States, and the 
system also carries on a compar- 
ably extensive business in natural 
and manufactured gas. 


“Bond & Share, itself or 
through its intermediate holding 
companies, has acquired control 
of gas and electric properties in 
32 states, from Pennsylvania to 
Oregon and from Minnesota to 
Florida. The funds were obtaincd 
from the public by the marketing 
of securities through the mails 
and the channels on interstate 
commerce during periods when 
large writeups existed on the 
books of Bond & Share and the 
subsidiaries.” 


‘National Public Interest.’ 

The brief continues tat a sys- 
tem of such widespread operations 
is affected with a “‘national public

What Use Economists?—By a Noted One 
Principles and Tendencies Their 8 specialty, Not Soothsaying 


If ee ca Politicians Had 
Looked to Facts, T hey Would 


Not Have Fixed the Impos- 


sible Reparation Terms of 
the Versailles Treaty.

O ECONOMISTS do more harm than 
D. That such a question can be 
thought of and put at me point blank 
to force me to justify my cloth before all 
the world is an indication of the parlous 
state into which we have fallen. It arises 
from the common complaints about econo- 
mists: first, that they disagree among them- 
selves; second, that the same economist says 
one thing today and the opposite next year; 
and third, that the economist can never tell 
you what is going to happen, or if he does, it 
doesn’t. The business man talks of him con- 
temptuously as a theorist, and altogether it 
takes quite a lot of pluck today to acknowl- 
edge in company that one is an economist— 
the lowest form of animate nature, so to 
speak. 

Yet no! There are crowds of people who 
proclaim loudly that they are economists— 
the journalists, engineers, politicians and 
cranks of all kinds, who have never had 
any discipline in economic thought in their 
lives, but excogitate, by the light of nature, 
what they beforehand wanted to think. That 
is part of the trouble. Before any man can 
call himself a chemist or engineer, or lawyer 
or doctor, he has to undergo a prolonged 
period of disciplined study undder recognized 
exponents, and satisfy rigid tests, and we all 
refuse to admit him on our premises unless 


he has—although we may perhaps call him a 


‘gifted amateur.’ But a man dubs himself 
economist, rubs shoulders with the trained 
economist on what seem to the public to be 
even terms, and the resultant chorus is cer- 
tainly discordant. 


A Mode of Thought, Not 


Body of Unalterable Doctrine 


You cannot expect a reliable body of doc- 
trine from such a rabble, half of whom think 
only what they have made up their minds to 
think. Economics is a mode of thought, 
rather than a body of unalterable doctrine. 
The genuine student who has been through. a 
real headache on the principle or theory of 
value can tell in five minutes whether an- 
other talker has ever been through the mill 
or not. 

Now in every science there is a generally 
accepted body of knowledge covering most of 
the field, but on the fringe the greatest dif- 
ferences exist—it is certainly so in physics, 
where inanimate nature is under the eyes and 
fingers and can be controlled for experiment. 
Doctors proverbially differ, dealing with a 
single but complex animate body. Lawyers 
are the worst of all, for all they have got 
to do is the simple task of taking all the 
given facts, duly proved by an elaborate 
process and lying all in the past, and then ap- 
plying a set of rules, self-made, grammatical- 
ly determining the result—a result which is 
never put to the test of facts! And yet they 
differ like fun. Judgment for A in the first 
Court, reversed by two judges to one in favor 
of B in the Appeal Court, reversed by thtee 
judges to two for A in the Highest Court! 
Now the economist has a far more difficult 
job. Many of his facts lie in the future, the 
past ones unprovable, and the future hid- 
den in masses of people affecting each other 
all over the world, in national policies and 
psychologies,. subject to unknown harvests 
and a hundred contingenties, and yet you 
have the sauce to expect him to tell you exact- 
ly when to sell out your United Oils and buy 
Moravian Tea shares! 


Some Principles Neesesary; 


But Not Always Understood 


The businéss man has to act on some sort 
of principle, even if it is nearly guesswork, 
and it is all very well for him to sneer at 
the theorist. The business man just practices 
the theories of thirty years ago! I admit 
many economists reason too long in the ab- 
stract, without putting a tape-measure upon 


reality. But the real economist studies facts 


all the while, and groups them in principles 
and tendencies, and makes an ordered body 
of knowledge of them. He may be too coek- 
sure, but more likely you take up his views, 
strip them of all their conditions and then 
triumphantly show them to be working out 
wrong. I know how seldom an economist ig 
correctly quoted by a layman. The ordinary 
man hates anything but a simple statement, 
while economic life is complex and any sim- 
ple statement in economics is always wrong.

Disagree amongst ourselves, do we? Well,

rest. Where thought passes into action, the 
thought may be defeated by politics, by in- 
ternational complications. Do more harm 
than good? Well, if the passions of war- 
weary peoples at Versailles had allowed the 
economists to be heard on reparations and in- 
ternational debts, the statesmen would never 
have erected that monstrous edifice—that is 
as I see it—which took over twelve years of 
desperate recriminative international. confer- 
ences, treaty-breaking and financial disaster, 
before the truth was reluctantly discovered 
by the people—truth which the economist 
had proclaimed all along. Think what a. dif- 
ferent world it would have been if we had 
had no occupation of the Ruhr and no col- 
lapse of the German mark! 


Arithmetic. of Reparations 
That Politicians Had to Learn. 


The economist taught, in season and out, 
that reparations were limited by what the 
creditors would accept in goods and services 
in competition with their own manufacturers, 
and by what the debtors could export with- 
out upsetting the exchanges, and thus put 
the totals from the very beginning at figures 
only one-fifth to even one-tenth of what 
lawyers and politicians declared was just and 
possible. At each crisis the economist urged 
the reluctant nations a little nearer to the 
truth, but that early obstinacy among the 
politicians created a world situation which 
broke up the whole system of international 
debt and reparation payment, and what might 
have been possible with care and organiza- 
tion at the beginning became wien im- 
possible. 

The economist is 3 right in his 
statement of tendencies, but the world is too 
complex for him to put a date oh them, or 
gauge their degree. Thus some ‘of üs were 
prophesying an ultimate collapse in Wall 
Street as early as 1927, but in successive 
years we were laughed to scorn because it 
had not come, But it did, and much worse 
than any economist had foreseen.

The economist will not make things easy 
for people—as the young lady said, ‘Every- 
thing I want to do is either illegal, immoral 
or fattening,’—so all the short cuts to pros- 
perity are really at bottom uneconomic, and 
hence the unpopularity of the économist. 


Not Always Correct; Some 
Instances When They Were. 


Do I urge that the economist has always 
been right, and his view ought always to pre- 
vail? Of course not—they certainly have 
spoken with a divided voice. Some said the 
Great War could not last very long because 
finance would be exhausted, but new means’ 
were found of mobilizing the nations’ re- 
sources. Some said Norman Angell’s Great 
Illusion was proved all wrong, because there 
was not the collapse he predicted. Certainw 
he had not provided for the Government's 
coming behind the market and taking over 
al! commercial bills. But as the years roll 
on, his central thesis becomes more and more 
clearly proved: that no one can make a 
profit nowadays out of war. Some econo- 
mists advocated that Great Britain go ‘back 
on the gold standard early in 1925—I was 
of the small minority who questioned its wis- 
dom—and the swift nemesis that came in 
the failure of our coal exports, the conse- 
quent mining trouble, the General Strike and 
the coal stoppage showed how far-reaching 
it really was. 

A few economists in the United States 
have been much too optimistic about the pow- 
er of monetary management to raise prices 
and restore prosperity under all conditions, 
but the majority have warned and expound- 
Economists have been almost 


the consequences of various stages in the tor- 
tuous progression, of French finance. We 
want more economists of a better average 
quality—-more money spent on economic re- 
search, and a better hearing for them when 
they pronounce views, and a veto on quacks. 


Only Absurdity and Folly 
Without Their Guidance. 


Does the economist do more harm than 
good? What an absurd question. If you did 
not have him, you would have debased coin- 
age, unwise banking, crazy credit, unsound 
public finance, trade crises all the time, 


tariffs worse even than today ruining the 
productive. powers of the world under the 


guise of promoting the interests of little bits 
of it, attempts to’ make. pint pdts smaller, 
and the quarts to go into them larger—in 


| fact, every generation would repeat every 


economic folly that short-sighted mercantile 
selfishness or blown-out cloudy idealism has 
committed through the ages. 

Only the experience accumulated and ex- 
pounded by the economist, and only the 
struggling effort to apply its lessons to new 
conditions, free from wishful thinking, can 
keep the world from making all the old mis- 
takes. The business man or his government 
will put on a duty to protect a particular 
market, and succeed, but fail altogether to 
reckon with the effect on the export trade. 
Perhaps they might do some price-fixing’ of 
a commodity, ana drive it out of production 
in the process; or raise a wage rate in an 
industry, and let it open to competition which 
kills it; or uphold an exchange rate which is 
depressed through the export of capital and 
foreign investment, and by so doing subsi- 
dize the investment; or enter a restriction 


‘scheme to maintain prices, which encourages 


the outsider to flood the market.

The so-called Far Eastern prov- 
ince has now a self-supporting 
army, with its own technical and 
victualling bases (the last in the 
form of militarized collective 
farms); it is really three armies, 
with headquarters at Khabarovsk, 
Chita and Ulan Bator. The great 
Siberian railway has been double- 
tracked, and a geographically less 
exposed parallel line running 
north of the main one, is nearing 
completion. More than this, the 
necessary organization has been 
already completed to enable war 
to be waged on the Asiatic front 
virtually without drawing on the 
resources of European Russia. 
Besides the industrial plants in 
the territory of the Far Eastern 
army there are today enough in- 
dustrial tenters in Siberia and 
the Urals to provide for the army 
and navy fighting on the Far 
Eastern frontier. 

Still more important is the com- 
pletion of the Turksib, the line 
which connects Russian Central 
Asia with Siberia and so with the 
Far East. This not only makes it 
possible to carry on an Asiatic 
war almost entirely with forces 
drawn from Asiatic Russia but 
creates an additional supply base 
in the great republic of Kazak- 
stan. | 


Active 
The estimates made of the mil- 
itary strength and armaments of 


tic, if only because each day 
brings an incréase in men and 
material. About two years ago 
the active strength of the Soviet 
army was officially given as 
1,300,000. Even this does not 
exhaust the units on active serv- 
ice." There are troops of the 
Commissariat of the Interior (G. 
P. U.), in two main divisions, 
one distinguished by light-blue 
caps and the other by green. The 
light-blue uniformed troops are 
the so-called Interior Guards, 
largely made up of infantry units, 
strongly armed for close fighting 
—an infantry elite, with relatively 
little cavalry but a strong artil- 
lery. arm. The troops with green 
caps are the frontier guards; they 
are -specially selected troops and 
are carefully instructed. They 
form frontier brigades, armed 
with every kind of weapon, and in 
the event of war they would be a 
valuable advance guard. The 
number of troops in the Commis- 
sariat of the Interior is difficult 
to-estimate, but it must be at least 
from 300,000 to 500,000. 


Different Categories. 
The men of the G. P. U. are 


mainly conscripted; there are also 
large numbers, again difficult .to 
estimate, of professional troops. 
To these troops belong the rail- 
way protection companies. They 
consist ot experienced men, spe- 
cialy well trained, and live in 
barracks. Most of them would, 
of course, be relieved in the event 
of war by inferior formations so 
as to fight as crack troops at the 
front.

The defense so- 
ciety Osoaviakhim maintains 
shooting ranges and wooden tow- 
ers for parachute practice in al- 
most every village, and the society 
also covers almost every.field of 
military studies. At 18 years the 
obligatory military training be- 


gins. 


Problem of Officers. 


The officer problem, still un- 
resolved, is one of the most im- 
portant, The rise of ex-workers 
and peasants to positions of com- 
mand was encouraged from the 
beginning for reasons of politieal 
expediency; thus today there is 
no homogeneity in the cultural 
and social content of the officers’ 
corps of the Red Army; it con- 
tains also, especially in the higher 
ranks, many officers. of middle- 
class extraction and a consider- 
able group of officers from the 
old Imperial Army. The standard 
of education of a great part of the 
corps of officers, particularly in 
the ranks from Captain to Colo- 
nel, is extremely low; but now 
an intermediate school education 
is normally required for a career 
as an officer. Only a small num- 
ber of non-commissioned officers 
of long service who have passed 
the necessary examinations are 
now considered for officer’s rank. 
All officers’ training schools are 
uniformly organized and have 
three or four year courses, ac- 
cording to the arm of the service, 
“Passing out” from one of the 
military academies is essential 
now as qualification for the high- 
er commands, 


Great Reorganization. 

The founding of the General 
Staff as a separate institution 
(formerly it was a section of the 
so-called Supreme Staff) was part 
of the great reorganization of two 
years ago, and another new in- 
stitution was also created—the 
General Staff Academy.

The Generals and officers of 
this General Staff Academy wear 
especially fine uniforms, with 
black velvet collars and other dis- 
tinguishing marks, recalling the 
uniforms of the old Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff. To raise the author- 
ity of the officers in the eyes of

orous continuance of the constructive ef- 
forts President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull are making to take the stress off gold 
as a medium for the settlement of inter- 
national balances. The administration's 
trade agreements program is designed to 
secure a freer flow of international trade 
throughout the world. This policy, which 
Mr. Hull has termed “enlightened national- 
ism,” is a first vital step toward stability in 
the exchanges. Until goods can again move 
freely in foreign trade, the demands existing 
upon gold will make impossible any sound 
approach to exchange-rate stability. 
Meanwhile, the Treasury should begin re- 
deeming its currency and bonds in gold, 
not only to foreigners but to any American 
citizen. I cannot for the life of me see why 
my Government should discriminate against 
me by refusing me the privilege of buying 
some gold with my Government paper, when 
it is offering that privilege to foreigners. 
Furthermore, the finest kind of gold re- 
serve that any country could have is a 
gold reserve held in the banks throughout 
the country and in the socks of its citizens. 
In the case of domestic emergency, this gold 


should be attracted into the national Treas- , 


ury by raising the offered price for it, and 
not by confiscation. 

This would provide not only a more demo- 
cratic solution of the gold problem, but a 
sounder economic solution as well. I say 
“sounder economic solution” because 1 
would far rather trust the integrated wis- 
dom of these individual Americans in tak- 
ing care of my country’s gold reserve than 
I would a few Government experts in Wash- 
ington—Democrats or Republicans. My-fel- 
low-citizens’ integrated decisions on whether 
to buy or sell gold might sound less bril- 
liant than those coming out of Washington, 


the value of gold vis-a-vis Government paper 
be taken care of thereafter by variations in 
the interest and discount rates in the ‘money 
markets. 

And, of course, our old friend the na- 
tional budget should be balanced. The 


I O U’s of a. careless, sloppy, profligate 


government are worthless. Anybody respon- 
sible for the treasury of a government, who 
is confronted with an unbalanced budget, is 
bound to find himself in hot water in his 
monetary maneuvers—the same kind of hot 
water a private institution or individual gets 
into under similar conditions. 

I think I can reasonably claim that in 
talking this way, I am not acting like a 
frightened old maid. During the past 18 
years, I have observed abroad, at first hand, 
a score of countries suffering from budget 
sickness, and I have traveled extensively 
among their peoples, who were compelled 
to endure the economic misery that devel- 
oped as the result of depreciated currencies. 

Let the cross-rates 5 exchange go hang! 
Never mind about “stabilizing the ex- 
changes.” Let us work toward stabilization 
of the dollar in terms of gold and concern 
ourselves principally with the effect of such 
stability on our own domestic economy. It 
is true that gold fluctuates in value, but it 
is still a far better anchorage for our dollar 
than any of the foreign currencies. 

Trying to stabilize the cross-rates of ex- 
change with several of the countries abroad 
is only a pipe dream, for two reasons: 

First, no two of the countries will agree 
to peg their cross-rates with each other, be- 
cause .each country feels that its own do- 
mestie monetary problems, price levels, etc., 
are far more important than the cross-rate 


Nations to make law effective everywhere, 
but the League has failed so far because 
the nations were not ready to put force at 
its disposal and, in moments of crisis, were 
not loyal to one another and to the collec 
tive security system. 

Every successive failure of League nations 
to fulfill their obligations under the Cove 
nant, due to fear rather than to other com 
siderations, has increased the danger of ves 
multiplied the waste of wealth on militag 
preparedness and added to the horrors ga- 
ering in the path of humanity. 

It is a time when the nations that love 
peace, co-operation and orderly conditions 
should band together more closely than ever 
to avert if possible, but to meet if neces 
say, the attack of the forces of 
The last thing they should do is to break 
up their own combination, repudiate their 
pledges to one another, enter into associa 
tion with the gangsters and stand idly by 
while the gangsters destroy their friends. 

The paramount duty of the nations is to 
strengthen the League, to use it as i 
agent for all dealings with aggressors and 
to be prepared for every conceivable emer- 
gency, although ever ready to consider the 
grievances and legitimate aspirations cf 
N Powers.

$165,000 February State 
Allotment Inadequate by 


$90,000, the Rev. Henry 
Little Declares. 


“PUBLIC OFFICIALS 
NOT DOING JOB” 


Secretary of Social Planning 
Council Recites Instances 
of Suffering in Radio Ad- 
dress. 


The $165,000 allocated to St. Louis 
by the State Social Security Com- 
mission for relief during February 
is $90,000 short of what experience 
of recent years has shown to be the 
city’s relief need for the average 
month, the Rev. Henry Little, sec- 
retary of the Social Planning Coun- 
cil, declared in a radio talk last 
night. 

The Rev. Mr. Little, pastor of 
Tyler Place Presbyterian Church, 
speaking on the KSD Community 
Forum program, said it might be 
debatable whether the city or State 
should provide the needed money, 
but that it was a simple fact that 
the public relief job remained un- 
done. 

“This is enough to say,” he added, 
“for our public officials are elected 
or appointed to do the job, whether 


) it is giving fire protection or ad- 


ministering justice, or raising taxes 
for these and all other proper pur- 
es. 

“This public relief job is a more 
recent and most unhappy develop- 
ment of our times, but it has been 
undertaken by the public in good 
faith, and the public, through its 
representatives, must do it. 

“Why Must We Wait?” 

“IT have heard nobody say that it 
cannot be done. We all know that 
it must be done, and we know that 
it will be done. Knowing this, why 
must we wait to act until we have 
all the wretched demonstrations of 
misery that accompany despera- 
tion? They are not only unpleas- 
ant to witness, they are a shame 
to any civilized community. 

“Surely in the end, and may that 
end come soon, public opinion will 
compel public officials to correct 
an intolerable situation.” 

The money available for Febru- 
ary, the Rev. Mr. Little pointed out, 
is to be spread among 9600 relief 
“cases’—destitute families and un- 
attached individuals. As evidence 
that this is not enough to “do the 
job” he read a letter sent by a 
woman on the relief rolls to the So- 
cial Planning Council, an organiza- 
tion of about 100 civic and welfare 
groups which has been active re- 
cently in urging more liberal relief 
policies. 

5% Cents for Family Meal. 

“Can you tell me what to do?” 
the letter asked. “I have two 
daughters, 13 and 17. Jeanette, age 
17, has sciatic rheumatism. She is 
under-nourished, no underclothing, 
no milk, and not able to work. Beu- 
lah is going to high school. She 
has insufficient clothing. We have 
no heat. Only a rubbish burner to 
a gas stove. 

“Their father is disabled. Am on 
relief and have only five and three- 
quarters cents for each meal for 
them. We have no carfare to go 
to the hospital for treatment, The 
doctor ordered warm underclothes 
and a warm room for Jeanette. 
Have just ben in the bedroom and 
the inside of the window is covered 
with ice. We haven’t enough bed 
clothes. Jeanette is underweight 
and needs milk badly. Please do 
what you can. Thank you.” 

The Rev. Mr. Little described an- 
other family’s plight. A woman 


with six chidlren, deserted by her 


husband, receiving nothing but food 
from the public relief agency. The 
oldest child is nine, the youngest an 
infant born last December. A pri- 
vate welfare agency paid the rent 
for six weeks, but is unable to con- 
tinue doing so. The family, the 
minister said, confronts the imme- 
diate possibility of being evicted 
from the two rooms it has occupied. 
Rent-Relief Part of Job. 

The principle of not paying rent 
for those on relief, the Rev. Mr. 
Little said, has been adopted by 
the Social Security Commission, but 
rent-relief is “part of the job.” 
Evictions do occur, he said, and 
often, in winter, mean extreme suf- 
fering. 

“As usual in such emergencies,” 
he said, “the private social agencies 
of St. Louis are besieged with ap- 
peals for relief. We have delegated 
to them the responsibilities of 


. eharitable health and hospital, fam- 


ily, child welfare and leisure time 
services which are an essential part 
of our insurance against heavier 
future relief burdens.

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MEDICAL SOGIETY VIEW 
UN PRE-PAYIENT CARE 


Organization Favors Such Serv- 
ice Under Its Own Control, 
Bulletin Says. 


A pre-payment plan of medical 
care, under the control of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, is “essen- 
tial, vital and imperative,” an edi- 
torial in the current issue of the 
society’s Bulletin states. 

The editorial was based on a let- 
ter in the Post-Dispatch Jan. 27 
which described the Wage Earners’ 
Health Association, a co-operative 
medical service, as an answer to 
health problems. “It would seem 
that this organization runs counter 
to the recognized stand of the Med- 
ical Society,” the editorial in the 
Bulletin states. 

The Wage Earners’ Health Asso- 
ciation “has presented a direct 
challenge to the Society and it is 
unfortunate that this challenge has 
not been acted on before,” the edi- 
torial continued. “The activities of 
this organization should impress 
upon the Society the necessity for 
the adoption of a pre-payment plan 
for medical care by and under the 
control of the Society. 

“The Society must act and act 
quickly. No one group of physicians 
should be allowed to reap an unfair 
reward from an unapproved plan of 
medical care. Such plans must 
come from the Medical Society and 
should be carefully worked out, free 
of favoritism, selfishness and in- 
competency. The members of the 
Society want and need information 
on the progress of pre-payment 
medical care.”

Securities Registration 
To Be Argued Tomorrow 


Continued From Page One. 


the lower courts to register with 
the S E C. 
“The act,” the brief emphasizes, 


“is aimed only at the holding com- 
pany which controls operating utili- 


| ties in states other than its domi- 


cile, and which utilizes the channels 
of interstate commerce to carry out 
important and essential holding 
company purposes.” 

The Government brief quotes 
from the Federal Trade Commission 
report to Congress that “the com- 
mission is of the opinion on the 
whole that the detriment of utility 
holding companies to the public 
has exceeded, thus far, their value 
to the public,” and observes that 
“no more devastating indictment 
could have been made.” 

The Government brief, of course, 
concentrates its attention on the 
sections relating to registration, in- 
sisting that the other portions of 
the act are not at issue. It con- 


cedes, however, that if the registra- 


tion provisions are found unconsti- 
tutional, the remainder of the act 
would fall for lack of support. 

„It is true,” the brief admits, 
“that if the registration provisions 
were adjuged invalid, nearly all 
other provisions of the act would 
fail because they are so drawn as 
to be applicable only to ‘registered’ 
companies. But the converse if 
not true; the enforcement of the 
registration provisions is in no wise 
dependent upon the operation of 
any other provision of the act, 
Standing alone, the registration 
provisions may accomplish less 
than what Congress hoped for. But 
nothing different from what Con- 
gress intended.” 

What Section 5 Provides. 


A glance at the registration pro- 
visions gives a clew to the utility 
companies’ resistance to registra- 
tion. Section 5, which is directly 
in controversy, provides, among 
other things, that the registrant 
must disclose to the 8 E C informa- 
tion relating to “the directors’ and 
officers of such companies, their 
remuneration, their interest in the 
securities of, their material con- 
tracts with, and their borrowings 
from, any of such companies, their 
bonus and profit sharing arrange- 
ments, material contracts not made 
in the ordinary course of business, 
and service, sales and construction 
contracts, and options in respect of 
securities.” 

All of these points were investi- 
gated and reported on at length 
by the Federal Trade Commission. 

The Government brief devotes 12 
pages to company’s argument that 
the registration provisions violate 
the due process cause of the fifth 
amendment. The company had 
contended that this clause was vio- 
lated by singling out public utility 
holding companies from all corpo- 


rations; that the term “holding 
company” was loosely defined in 
the act; and that the exemption 
provisions were arbitrary. The Gov- 
ernment’s brief entered a specific 
denial, that these arguments, claim- 
ing that Congress could select cer- 
tain corporations for regulation and 
leave others unregulated; that the 
definition of “holding company” 
followed the decisions the court 
and the findings of administrative 
agencies and that the exemptions 
were to be on a “very real and prac- 
tical basis.” 
State’s Rights. 

In answering company’s argument 
that the act irfvaded states’ rights, 
as guaranteed by the tenth amend- 
ment, the Government brief quotes 
with approval a part of a speech 
by Senator Borah in the Senate that 
the holding companies must be un- 
der the control of Congress because 
the state legislatures did not have 
the power to regulate interstate 
matters. 

“They (the holding companies) 
would be in a ‘no-man’s-land’ if 
that were not true,” Borah de- 
clared. 

The company’s brief, as noted be- 
fore, insisted that the court base its 
decision on the acts as a whole, 
and pleads for sweeping injunctions 
against the present and prospective 
acts of the 8 E C. 

“The act,” the company brief 
declares, “is wholly invalid because 
of its scope and all-inclusive pro- 
visions. It inseparably commingles 
intra-state and interstate com- 
panies and activities by common 
definitions and provisions and can- 
not be confined by judicial limita- 
tion to companies or activities with- 
in the power of Congress. 

“It must be regarded as-a whole 
and read in its entirety to deter- 
mine the separability of any sec- 
tion or sections. Particular sec- 
tions cannot be isolated and con- 
sidered in a vacuum, without re- 
gard to their setting and context 
and their functional relationship to 
the act as a whole.” 

Decisions Usually Narrow. 

In the past the Supreme Court 
has usually confined itself to the 
narrowest limits presented by the 
case before it. That does not mean, 
however, that in this case this pro- 
cedure will be followed. 

The present suit was begun in 
United States Court for the South- 
ern District Court of New York in 
November, 1935. Subsequently many 
similar suits were filed by other 
holding companies in other juris- 
dictions, notably the District of Co- 
lumbia, but the Department of 
Justice, was able to have them dis- 
missed or stayed until the settle- 
ment of the Bond & Share case. 

Meanwhile some of the smaller 
holding companies have registered 
with the S E C. What the remain- 
der will do will depend on the 
court’s decision in the present case.

FHA PLAN TO HELP 
SMALL BUSINESS MEN 


Housing Agency to Guarantee 
10 Pct. of a Plant Improve- 
ment Loan, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — The 
Federal Housing Administration 
said today that partial insurance 
of plant improvement loans would 
be the administration’s first effort 


to solve the loan problem of small 


business. 

The “little men” recommended 
Government insurance of “loans 
for all necessary purposes” and di- 
rect Government loans if banks did 
not co-operate, after their confer- 
ence here this past week. 

The F H A policy, authorized 
in an almost completely unpubli- 
cized section of the new housing 
act, which President Roosevelt 
signed Thursday night, covers loans 
up to $10,000. If a bank can be 
induced to make the loan for pe- 
riods ranging up to five years, the 
F H A will guarantee 10 per cent 
of it. 

Other proposals still are in the 
study stage. One official has sug- 
gested that the Government en- 
courage private investors to form 
investment pools for the purpose 
of buying stock in small enter 
prises. His idea is that only large 
capital pools which could average 
good investments against bad in- 
vestments would be able to take 
the risks involved in providing 
capital for small businesses. Other 
officials doubt if private pools 
could be large enough to average 
risks and say only the Government 
is large enough for such a scheme. 

Despite the plea of the recent 
little business conference, few of- 
ficials expect the administration to 
adopt any new direct lending meas- 
ures. Both the Federal Reserve 
Banks and the R F C have had 
authority to make direct loans for 
about three years, but their risk 
standards are so strict that togeth- 
er they have lent only $330,000,000 
to both big and little industries.

Dieckhoff Asserts.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 5. — Dr. 
Hans Heinrich Dieckhoff, German 
Ambassador to the United States, 
in an address prepared for deliv- 

ery today, said the foreign policy of 
the German Government is for a 
“real peace,” but so long as there 
is “no political appeasement” there 
will be “no feeling of security.” The 
Ambassador was on the program at 
a luncheon of the Philadelphia 
branch of the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation. 

“In our opinion the main thing 
is to have real peace,” he said. “In 
a great speech, made a few months 
ago in this country, we find this 
sentence: The moral conscious- 
ness of the world must recognize 
the importance of removing injus- 
tices and well-founded grievances.’ 
This is what we believe.” The quo- 
tation was from President Roose- 
velt’s address in Chicago last Oct. 5. 

“The sooner we come to a real 
peace, and I hope that we will come 
to it, the better,” the Ambassador 
said. “We can do much in this di- 
rection, if we concentrate our com- 
mon efforts on the economic field, 
and everything possible should be 
done in this field. 

“But, as long as there is no real 
political appeasement—and it will 
not come while certain political 
questions, for instance, the ques- 
tions of colonies, and of free and 
equal access to raw materials, have 
not been solved—there will be no 
feeling of security, there will be 
no confidence in the stability of 
conditions, there will be no possi- 
bility for business to plan far ahead. 

“Economic co-operation is a very 
essefitial factor of real peace, but 
it is not enough. Psychological and 
‘political appeasement, which is only 
possible when there are no political 
discriminations, no injustices and 
well-founded grievances is the goal. 

“This goal can, of course, only 
be reached by common effort. Up 
to now, this common effort, a real- 
ly constructive action, has not been 
forthcoming, and I don’t know 
whether there are sufficient indi- 
cations yet that the Powers who 
have are really ready to make the 
necessary sacrifices. 

“But Germany, in the meantime. 
has not been idle. We have been 
working in the direction of a gen- 
eral peace by trying to eliminate 
as Many causes as possible of fric- 
tion, created by Versailles, in our 
relations with our neighbors, and 
- think we have been quite success- 

ul.“ 

The anti-comintern pact Germany 
concluded with Japan and Italy, 
the Ambassador said, is only a de- 
tense agreement, not against any 
state or any nation, but against the 
subversive activities of the Third 
International.” 

About 20 banner-bearing pickets 
marched today in an unscheduled 
greeting to Dr. Dieckhoff. “End 
Nazism!” read one of the signs. 
Another urged, “Stamp Out Fas- 
cism,” and a third: “Hitler’s hands 
must not rob the cradle of liberty.” 

The Ambassador told interview- 
ers the current shake-up in German 
army and diplomatic circles was 
“just a change of a few personali- 
ties—not of policies.” Hitler, he 
pointed out, decides all foreign poli- 
cies. He said: “There is no contra- 
diction between the army and the 
state. There may hgve been some 
differences. That can always hap- 
pen, but there is no opposition to 
the Government. Our armies do 
not go in for politics.” 


O'MALLEY FILES FINAL REPORT

Army Theaters. 

Soldiers are not often to be seen 

strolling through the streets of Rus- 

sian towns. The efficient political 


tural General Staff in the political 
section of the army. Its duties in- 
clude not only political agitation 
among the troops and preparation 
for propaganda among the enemy 
in time of emergency, not only the 
maintenance of contact with the 
civil population, but provision for 
every aspect of cultural and human 
welfare of the soldiers. 

The political administration of 
the army provides the troops not 
only with military’ and political 
books; through the Central Theater 
of the Red Army at Moscow it car- 
ries on the whole army theatrical 
service. The purpose of the army 
theaters is to popularize the de- 
fense system among the troops and 
the civil population. The Moscow 
Theater organizes the local thea- 
ters at the headquarters of the 
army commands and the touring 
theatrical companies that visit the 
army detachments all over the 
Union. An important part of the 
work of this central theater con- 
sists in the training of instructors, 
whose duty is to cultivate artistic 
appreciation and effort among the 
troops in every branch of art — 
music, theater, painting. 


Red Army Choir. 


A splendid achievement in this 
direction is the great Red Army 
choir, which does really magnificent 
work in the choral singing of 
soldiers’ songs, in dancing, and in 
playing on national musical instru- 
ments. This choir appears on any 
and every occasion and has con- 
tributed not a little to the popu- 
larization of the army among the 
population. There is also a tentral- 
ized system of military newspapers, 
from central daily papers to the 
wall newspaper of each company. 

There can be no question that in 
this political service the Red Army 
has not only an entirely novel but 
a good and serviceable instrument, 
but the recent suicide of its head, 
Jan Gamarnik, is enough to show 
that even this organization cannot 
guarantee reliability. Anyone who 
journeys through Russia will get 
the impression that the young gen- 
eration is wholly loyal to the re- 
gime; but allowance must be made 
for the Russian’s gift of play-act- 
ing, developed in the course of 20 
years of rigid dictatorships. Every 
one of the leaders shot in. recent 
months had unceasingly and loudly 
professed entire and enthusiastic 
loyalty to the regime. 

Moreover, the mood of a Russian 
is easily influenced. In time of 
emergency the Soviet army will be 
@ peasant army; in wartime the 
skilled worker will be even more 
indispensable in his factory than he 
is now; and the mood of the peas- 
antry fluctuates with every move- 
ment in the economic situation, 
every variation in the harvest, every 
Government deviation in one direc- 
tion or another in its policy toward 
the national minorities. 

g Nationalism. 

At the outset of the regime every 
soldier was taught to respect the 
enemy and to be prepared for mili- 
tary setbacks, but of late years mili- 
tary instruction has departed from 
this healthy principle and reverted 
to the errors of the Tsarist army. 
A new nationalism is preached, in 
barracks as in civilian life, largely 
in order to increase the peasant’s 
readiness to fight; but at the same 
time the old error of exaggerated 
trust in the army’s fighting qual- 
ities and underestimate of its oppo- 
nents is reviving; to paraphrase an 
old Russian saying, “the future ad- 
versary is being killed with a damp 
rag.” This is to play dangerously 
with the old Russian failing of ut- 
ter loss of spirit at the first touch

trials of Sukhomlinoff, War Min- 


jister, and of Col. Medyedoff con- 


tributed not a little to the break- 
up of the Russian crmy. And to 
this day the army is at the mercy 
of similar potential crises arising 
out of loss of trust in the leader 
ship. 

This training in exaggerated con- 
fidence has, of course, its serious 
purpose, The Red Army has adopt~- 
ed the doctrine of the Reichswehr, 
under Seeckt and Hammerstein, 
that the issue of a war can be de- 
cided by a tremendous first push 
of the army cadres. Hence the 
enormous extent of mechanization 
and hence the secrecy over the dis- 
tribution of the army. No unit is 
spoken of even by its number in 
the Soviet Union; all is secret. And 
this is intelligible, for the garrisons 
already are on the spot where in the 
event of mobilization they would 
have to take part at once in opera- 
tions. The Red Army is divided 
into commands, each of which com- 
prises several army corps. But 
these are not commands in the old 
Russian sense but armies, prepared 
and mobile; and five of the 10 com- 
mands and, of course, the Far East- 
ern Army are based on the fron- 
tiers of the Soviet Uniop; three of 
them are on the European frontier. 
In addition, an Asiatic command, 
the Moscow command, and the 
North Caucasian command, with its 
great masses of cavalry, may be 
regarded as armies ready for im- 
mediate action. 


Railway Improved. 


So much for the vast machine}; 
but it does not work in a vacuum, 
And, apart from questions of morale, 
it is threatened by the defects of 
two important elements—the sys- 
tem of communications and the bue 
reaucratic system of supply. Rus- 
sian military writers trace past 
Russian defeats largely to difficul- 
ties of communication. In order to 
reduce these, the European and 
Asiatic fronts have been separated, 
and each is now independent of 
troop transports from the farther 
side of the Urals. 

Many railways have been built 
recently, and hundreds of thousands 
of prisoners are building roads at 
the utmost speed for the motorized 
army, or canals for goods transport, 
Of late the railway services have 
been improved under Kaganovitch. 
Goods transport is now up to the 
tonnage provided for in the esti- 
mates. But even now, in peace time, 
the railways are unmistakably 
working under tremendous pres- 
sure; and there can also be no 
doubt that there is opposition to the 
Stalin regime in the railway staff. 
Officials have been placed on trial 
in recent months all over the coun- 
try; on the Far Eastern railway 
alone there have been 311 officially 
announced executions under court 
martial in the past six months. 

Still more serious ig the question 
of goods transport in the event of 
mobilization. Even now the distri- 
bution of goods is working extraore 
dinarily badly. The system is thor- 
oughtly bureaucratic, and every de- 
cision has to be awaited by an army 
of officials, higher and lower, who 
meanwhile are at a loss to know 
what to do. There is a constant 
danger that mobilization would 
produce a sudden supply crisis, 
either in the army or in the hinter- 
land, through administrative and 
technical mistakes, even without 
any actual deficiency of stocks. In 
short, the Bolsheviks have created 
a vast and excellently trained war 
machine; but apart from the ele- 
ment of morale, the organization 
of this machine is far ahead of the 
economic, technical and adminis- 
trative development of the country; 
and the answer has still to be await- 
ed to the grave question how this 
discrepancy can be bridged over.

Miriam Beard. (The Macmillan Co., New 
York.) 

64M MILLENNIA before Homer

And from those times the 
business man has appeared in every 
civilization — trading, speculating, 
financing kings, emperors and 
popes, swinging the fortunes of war 
one way or the other, determining 
the birth and death of nations, 
bringing millions of people luxury 
or starvation; but never quite as- 
suming the center of the stage, ex- 
cept for one or two complete 
emergences, as in the glory of 
Carthage or the heyday of the 
Medici. diss, 


The daughter of Charles and Mary 
Beard has written a book absorbing 
as well as authoritative about that 
much-negiected figure, the entre- 
preneur. Beginning with the traf- 
fic that brought iron swords and 
metal armor from the Mesopota- 
mian foundries to the barbarians 
of Europe, she presents studies of 
the ancient commerce of Miletus 
and Corinth, shows the economic 
forces which caused the fall of 
Carthage and the triumph of Rome, 
describes the Fascist experiment 
of Julius Caesar that resulted in 
an empire curiously analagous to 
that of Victorian England, con- 
tinues through the Middle Ages 
that witnessed the amazing phe- 
nomenon of the Hanseatic League, 
and then pauses at some length to 
describe the florescence of busi- 
ness individualism in the palmy 
days of the Renaissance. The story 
goes on with the altered relation- 
ships brought about by the Indus- 
trial Revolution, factory production, 
and the rise of nationalism, through 
what we term modern times, the 
growth of imperialism and the vast 
anonymous monopolies, to culmin- 
ate in the World War and the en- 
suing wreckage. 

* * = 

Miss Beard disregards the orth- 
odox view of society’s progress as 
divided into stages of primitive 
nomadism, feudalism and capital- 
ism, and envisages it instead in 
terms of a constant struggle be- 
tween the business man and the 
agrarian, with a constant shifting 
of alignments and alliances. The de- 
velopment of her thesis frequently 
flluminates movements and motives 
which are perhaps too often tucked 
facilely into conventional niches. 
On the other hand, when she comes 
to consider possible future develop- 
ments, she is at almost a total loss, 
and can do nothing more than ex- 
amine critically the contemporary 
phenomena of Italian and German 
Fascism, “Tory Socialism” in Brit- 
ain, and the highly contradictory 
attitude of business men toward the 
New Deal in America. 


In any case, however, her book, 
sparkling with wit and fruitful with 
the understanding that comes from 
suggestive contrast, broadens im- 
mensely the picture of history that 
most of us possess and deserves an 
honored place in the libraries of 
well-read persons. esd Winkler.

HEN, in 1519, Magellan set 
Were to find the Spice Islands, 

he was engaged in far more 
than a mercantile adventure. Others 
had asserted that the world was 
round, but Magellan was destined to 
be the first definitely to demon- 
strate the fact. Little does it mat- 
ter that he lost his life in so doing; 
that, of the five ships which set 
forth from Seville, only one accom- 
plished the circumnavigation of 
the globe; and that, of the 265 men 
who embarked, but 18 returned 
home. The realization of Magel- 
lan’s dream not only showed the 
bounds of the earth, but also set 
men’s minds free from the old re- 
stvictions of the medieval world.

Here was a man whose whole life 
was marked by paradox. Though 
undoubtedly one of the ablest nav- 
igators of his day, he was turned 
away in contempt by his own sov- 
ereign, Emanuel of Portugal.

Devil’s Island 


DRY GUILLOTINE: Fifteen Years Among 
the Living Dead. By Rene Belbenocit. 
(E. p. Dutton Co., New York.) 


ENE BELBENOIT was a thief. 

Discharged from the French 

army after the war, at the age 
of A, desirous of marrying, he 
sought work and found none. So he 
stole. For that he was sentenced to 
eight years of hard labor on Devil's 
Island, known to the living dead in- 
carcerated there as Dry Guillo- 
tine.” 

But eight years really meant 16— 
eight as a guarded prisoner, anoth- 
er eight under “doublage” as a li- 
bere, or freed prisoner, condemned 
to reside in the penal colony. No 
prisoner can survive that period of 
time, and all try to escape. Some 
die in the attempt, prey to the Gui- 
ana jungle or the sea; some are re- 
captured, to have sentence in- 
creased, to endure solitary confine- 
ment, to go insane, to die of their 
suffering.

After four futile, heart-breaking 
attempts within 15 years, Belbenoit 
succeeded. With five other liberes 
he made his way to Trinidad in an 
Indian canoe, and kindly British 
sent him on his way. His compan- 


ions were recaptured, but Belbe- 


noit, a slight chap weighing little 
more than 100 pounds, fought his 
way through jungles in South and 
Central America to Panama, and 
proceeded through Mexico to the 
United States, arriving ragged and 
half dead, but clinging still to his 
manuscript describing life in the 
colony. 

The manuscript was written 
largely while Rene was keeper of 
the archives for one of the colony’s 
governors who vainly tried to re- 
form conditions. The story is a 
terrible, enthralling account of vi- 
ciousness, maladministration, brib- 
rey, cruelty, desperation; of men 
who go mad with torture, who sink 
to the utmost depravity, who are 
forced to work in the jungle naked 
and half starved, whose only hope 
is in preying on their fellows to get 
a little money for an attempt to es- 
cape. It is also a story of a tre- 
mendous will aided by a keen intel- 
ligence. These belonged to Rene 
Belbenoit, but society found no use 
for them other than on Devil's Is-. 
land.

A TIME TO LAUGH. By Rhys Davies.

R. DAVIES’ novel, laid in a 
M4 Wales colliery district, 

begins with the smashing of 
shops and breaking of heads by 
hungry strikers. It ends with an- 
other strike, in which the miners’ 
families again are reduced to want 
and desperation, but this time a 
gleam of hope emerges as, in the 
dawn of Jan. 1, 1900, they greet the 
‘new century.” 

Between the two episodes, the 
story is roughly this: Tudor Morris, 
a young doctor, forsakes his well-to- 
do family, a promising practice and 
a fiancee of his own social status, 
to become physician and labor lead- 
er among the impoverished miners. 
His escapades and encounters with 
police, his strike activities and his 
marriage make him an outcast 
among his old associates, but he 
finds true happiness.

It is more than the usual novel 
of character in evolution or the typ- 
ical story of noble workers and 
cruel bosses that the synopsis 
might indicate, however.

Hardly a Paragon 
Of the Virtues 


DEFOE. By James Sutherland.

HERE seems to be no evading 
the conclusion that the author 
of “Robinson Crusoe” was

rather a scoundrel. It was not his 
enemies only, in his own day, who 


thought of him as a mean, mercen- 
ary prostitute ...a scandalous pen, 
a foul-mouthed mongrel, an author 
who writes for bread and lives by 
defamation.” Recent scholars, pry- 
ing open the secrets of his varied 
career, find it difficult to make any- 
thing of a case for him. 

What a career he had, too! A 
commission merchant, a speculator 
in ships, patents, cargoes, he was 
declared a bankrupt, to the tune of 
$85,000, when he was 32. Never at 
a loss for shifts to make ends meet, 
he tried brick-making, helped 0 
run state lotteries, wrote pamphlets 
and poems. From high favor under 
William the Third, he fell to the 
level of hired agent for Queen 
Anne’s Minister, Harley, escaping 
punishment in a debtor's prison by 
selling his pen to a political party, 
He became the first editorial writer 
in English journalism, and a good 
one at that. As a secret agent for 
Harley, he traveled over England 
and Scotland, ferreting out the lo- 
cal political sympathies and relay. 
ing his dangerous information se. 
cretly to London. Under one alias 
or another, and anonymously, he 
wrote in defense of Whig or Tory 
policy, as he found it most oppor- 
tune; and, in so doing, produced 4 
mass of commentary that is still 
readably shrewd and sometimes 
surprisingly up-to-date, 

* * * 


His well-known book, Robinson 
Crusoe, and others of the same 
kind that he also wrote, came out 
when he was almost 60, and were 
a continuation, in their method, of 
similar articles he had been con- 
tributing to the newspapers for 
years. For Defoe, as Prof. Suther- 
land well indicates, had, with all 
his shifty characteristics, the jour- 
nalist’s ability to make good copy 
out of anything, the writer’s apti- 
tude for a style “that should be 
understood by all,“ and the Dis- 
senter’s capacity for hard work and 
sound moralizing. 

The details of this curious, scoun- 
drelly career Prof. Sutherland 
handles with an admirable impar- 
tiality. Without excusing Defoe, he 
presents him as a rather natural 
product of an age in which specu- 
lation in business and shiftiness 
in politics were rife. In one fash- 
ion or another, the hand of this 
pamphleteering tradesman is seen 
in every political change for a quar- 
ter of a century, and it is generally 
the dark hand of the undercover 
agent. Yet he is incontrovertibly 
the author of one of the most plaus- 
ible adventure yarns ever written, 
and of other books, like the “Jour- 
nal of the Plague Year,” that the 
historian of England would not will- 
ingly dispense with.

Really, “The House in the Hills 
would seem to have everything;

The trou 
ble seems to be that Mr. Meynell 
is unable ever quite to forget that 
he is, before everything, an English 
gentleman. Or it may be that he 
is unable ever quite to remember 
how to go about writing a story.

able to close the books on one of the 

suavest, shrewdest game of chance experts 
ever to infest an ocean liner. 

No one has ever been able to match Frad 
at dealing the “Mississippi Hand” of which 
more anon. He used it and other means 
once to separate three prominent tourists 
from a total of $136,000. Nor have there 
been more than a few gamblers with his 
linguistic and social ability. When he struck 
up an acquaintanceship with his victims his 
personality so dominated the matter that it 
was almost a pleasure to lose money to him. 

Certain it is that very few of his victims 
ever squawked and more than one refused 
point blank to make a complaint. It was, in 
fact, a suspicious bank cashier who put the 
most severe crimp in his career and even 
with Federal agents on the trail two of the 
prominent tourists insisted they had been 
taken legitimately. One of them subsequent- 
ly talked, however, and that is indirectly 
why Frad is back in prison again. 

Frad's loquacity with his victims was not 
carried into his dealings with Federal au- 
thorities, so very little is known of his life. 
It has been established that he was born at 
Zanesville, Ohio, of extremely reputable par- 
ents, that he left home early in life to fol- 
low the call of adventure. From that point 
his rise to eminence as a card sharp on 
three continents is veiled in uncertainty.

So it is hoped that Kaiparowits will dis- 
close an unbroken line of archeological and 
paleontological history from the age of rep- 
tiles to 1938. The expedition’s discoveries 
have led to a movement to set aside the 
Grea as a national park to protect its scien- 
tific treasures and scenic wonders in the in- 
evitable invasion of tourists and exploiters. 
The report of the expedition and colored 
films of the finds are now being studied at 
Washington by Frank A. Kittredge, regional 
director of the National Park Service, and 
his associates. 

Yet Dr. Prazier insists his expedition was 
little more than a reconnoitering party. The 
plateau region, roughly 80 by 90 miles, 
perches high in the hot, dry air of Southern 
Utah. More than 50 miles of its length is 
a table land 7000 feet above sea level. Its 
highest point is Table Cliff at the northwest. 
10,500. feet; its lowest, the Colorado River 
bed at the southeast, 3120 feet. 

The river forms its southeastern border: 
the Escalante River, its northeastern. The 
New Mexico line is only a little farther south. 

All about it on the map are the lines of tour- 
ist highways and the boundaries of national 
patke and monuments; Bryce Canyon on 
the west, Rainbow Bridge on the southeast, 
Grand Canyon itself, visited by thousands 
oj tourists every year, is a few hours’ drive 
1% the southwest—only there is no road. 
And the Kaiparowits region itself is bare 
except for the tenuous lines of little-known 
canyons and the shelf of the plateau itself 
rising precipitously from the plain. * 

In the party were Dr. Frazier and his fel- 
low explorer, William Fahrni; Byron Davies 
of Brigham Young University and Charles 
Kelly, archeologists; Thomas W. Smith and 
Henry Moore, guides. They had but 12 
days, after all preparations were made, to

HE explorers could average but 20 to

that treasures lay beneath. Dr. Frazier 
kicked a heap of dust beneath a primitive 
pictograph of a square-shouldered warrior 
in d cave, and his kick uncovered a price- 
less pair of primitive, grass woven sandals. 
Another kick and a tiny leather sandal was 
unearthed. In some places, exposed to wind 
and weather, it was not necessary to scratch 
human bones, fragments of pottery and 
weapons lay on the surface, uncovered by 
erosion. There was evidence that the cliff 
dwellers used shaving brushes and gambled 
with bits of Tock and bone. Remnants of 
successive cultures were to be measured in

Dr. Frazier’s party, noting landmarks and 
studying the record scrupulously set down 
by the priest-discoverer 160 years ago, fol- 
lowed his trail for several days, stopping 
at his camps at night, and they saw where 
he turned off to skirt the desolate Kaiparo- 
wits plateau. 


Not far into the plateau they came upon 


the trace of a mysterious adventure of 100 
years later. Here, in a corner of a butte 
shaped like a skull—or, from the side, strik- 
ingly like the Sphinx--a pioneer cattleman 
named John Kitchen had “holed up” in a 
cliffdwelling fortress in the ‘Seventies. 
He had built thick walls of masonry 


around the entrance of a prehistoric cliff 


dwelling, so that his home or hideout was 
exposed on only two sides. The walls were 
perforated with bullet holes, Kitchen had 
drilled d woll inside the cave.

' “Those cliffs," declares Dr. Frazier, cr 
the most breath-taking examples of natural 
colors I have ever seen. No matter how 
many colors and all their resultant blends 
we could imagine, there were gill more 
nameless shades, dancing and shimmering 
in the light.” 

The formation, which geologists call 
Chinle, was of a banded clay laid down 
by some ancient sea to a thickness proper 
of some 700 feet. The forces of erosion at 
work below it had carvéd out a nearly per- 
pendicular wall altogether 1200 to 1500 feet 
tall. 

Of only a little later date, as geologists

| The writer got some idea of what it's 
about recently at Parks Air College near 
East St. Louis. He was handed a weather 
report which showed a ceiling of 500 feet.

would begin) of 25 degrees, barometer read- 
ing of 30.2 inches, northwest wind at two 
miles an hour, and told that his problem was 
to reach Kansas City without peeking.

There were unimportant ups and downs 
and brief lateral excursions before a mo- 
ment’s reference to map and quick mental 
computation of speed and elapsed time in- 
dicated a theoretical position near Colum- 
bia where the radio beam from Kansas City 
should be picked up after a “flight” of 30 
minutes. Then the weather conditions pre- 


viously outlined indicated advisability of 
obtaining some later information about 
weather at Kansas City. A request on the 
microphone in the cockpit brought through 
the ear phones from the instructor the word 
that the field there was closed down by fog 
and that landing there should not be at- 
tempted. Likewise, emergency fields nearby 
were blanketed by mist. The correct answer 
was a 180-degree turn and a ride back to 
St. Louis on the beam, ahead of icing condi- 
tions shown to be probable by a reported 
falling temperature at Columbia. 

But what had become of the beam during 
these moments of concern about the weath- 
er?

greeted by George Gruen, chief pilot and 
instructor in advanced flying and instru- 
ment work. : 

Gruen still was seated at his desk, but be- 
fore him was a sheet of paper on which 
was inscribed a design similar to a 3-year- 
old child’s letter to Santa Claus. 

But each curve, tangent, direction and 
length of line was significant. It told the 
story of aerial sins of omission and commis- 
sion on the erratic theoretical flight half 
way to Kansas City in the new device, the 
first in this district, although recently put in 
use elsewhere for training of army flyers. 
A stylus, actuated by the controls which 
exactly duplicate those of an airplane, and 
notes of the instructor had faithfully re- 
corded the flight.

The automatically penciled record showed 
each deviation of direction, and heavy points 
made by the circular movement of the stylus 
indicated tail spins in moments when the 
novice centered attention on what appeared 
most important at the moment insteud of be- 
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ing conscioug of other errors indicated with- 
in the numerous circles on the instrument 
panel. 

Loss of air speed preceding spin was 
due to undue elevation of the ship’s nose 
without compensating acceleration, carefully 
noted by the instructor since the training ap- 
paratus is pivoted so that it responds by ac- 
tual change in its position to each pressure 
on the controls. With only the lighted in- 
strument board before him, the student loses 
his sense of balance and, except when he 
refers to the mechanical indicators, is un- 
aware of deviations from the horizontal as 
to wings or fuselage. As in actual blind 
flight, his instincts will betray him. He 
must put implicit trust in the instruments. 
As long as the proper course was kept 
after the theoretical radio beam was 
reached, the head phones carried that 
message. Failure to allow for drift caused 
by a wind of increased velocity, perhaps 
due to a change in altitude, was called to 
attention by the change in the identifying 
dots and dashes of the beam. The prob- 
lems which can be improvised by make- 
believe changes in weather conditions are 
no more difficult than those created by 
Mother Nature herself. 


N SHORT, Gruen explained, the new 
device will simulate actual flying con- 
ditions with the advantage that in 

preliminary instruction in blind flying. 
particularly, much time in taking off and 
landing will be saved. 

It will be used both for the instruction of 
seasoned pilots who wish to learn blind fly- 
ing and radio navigation and for neophytes 
taking their first lessons in nomenclature and 
use of the many instruments. Experience 
elsewhere has indicated advantages in 
teaching beginners to fly by instrument in- 
stead of visual reference early in their 
courses. 

Furthermore, the noise created by the 
mechanism and the electric fan that circu- 
lates air for the comfort of the student in the 
close confines of the covered cockpi and 
causes desirable vibration of instruments, is 
much less than the noise of a motor. This 
permits intelligent discussion of problems as 
they occur, whereas in actual blind flying 
by studenjs, noise prevents correction at the 
time when visual note of minor error might 
be taken and the safety of student and in- 
structor might depend in cases of more seri- 
ous mistakes upon use of the dual controls.

Donskoy, almost riddled, was about to go 
down, it appeared. The survivors, includ- 
ing the mutineers, made for shore in what 
lifeboats were left and on pieces of wreck- 
age. The last to leave the cruiser opened 
the seacocks so the Donskoy would be sure 
to go down. The next day Japanese land- 
ing detachments, backed by cruisers’ guns, 
made ‘prisoners of all the Russians. 

Thus ended one of the most unusual mu- 
tinies that ever happened on any sea. This 
incident is only briefly mentioned in Irvin 
Anthony's “Revolt at Sea,” recently pub- 
lished by G. P. Putnam’s Sons (New York), 
the author citing it in support of his state- 
ment that “the causes of mutinies are often 
unbelievably queer and unproportioned.” 
Anthony points out that a ship is a segre- 
gated social unit with every sailor living 
under pressure such as sometimes is found 
in jails and prisons.

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NEW YORK. 
HE Gate Theater in 
Dublin rates only slight- 
ly below the renowned 
Abbey Theater Group 
and the young man 
made it quite clear that 
this eminence in the 
world of make-believe 
was the only reason he 
had selected it as the 
scene of his first Irish appearance. The di- 
rectors were delighted to have the Theater 
Guild star—for so he described himself 
associate himself with their company for a 
lew weeks. He stayed a season and a half 
and played one performance with the Abbey 
group—the first American to attain this 
honor. 

Orson Welles likes to think sometimes of 
what the directors of the Gate Theater 
would have done to him had they known he 
was only a brash young American 16 years 
old, albeit large for his age, whose only 
dramatic experience had been in a school 
play and who was, indeed, traveling 
through the Emerald Isle by donkey cart ar 
a student painter. 


They might have taken a shillelah to him 


then but now they would greet him with 
arms wide and the welcome mat spread all 
the way from the port of Cobh to the capital. 
For in the six years since that audacious 
day Orson Welles has become one of the 
most significant forces in the American the- 
Ster. To quote a famous critic he has: 
‘taken the town by the ears and put new 
lire into the art of the stage.” 

Right now his ebullient Mercury Theater 
is raising the merry Ned with the staid prac- 
tices of conventional producers. He staged 
Julius Caesar” with that ancient Roman in 
the trappings of a Fascist general and the 
characteristics of d certain Italian dictator. 
He produced—-or rather he dared to produce 
Thomas Dekker's ribald “merrie conceited

A remote uncle of the actor, one Gideon

Mrs. Welles died when Orson was a child 
and his father placed him in a private 
school at Woodstock, Illinois. The routine of 
school life was varied by summer trips with 
his father to various parts of Asia and 
Africa. It was at this school that Welles 


staged his first production of “Julius Caesar’ 
in which he played both Cassius and Mare 
Antony. These days he plays Brutus. While 
at school he was retained as tutor by Boris 
Anisfeld, the noted Russian painter, now of 
Chicago.

him to Miss Cornell. 

Thus Welles joined Miss Cornell on thai 
tour of the United States which did so much 
to reopen the road. He played Marchbanks 
in “Candida,” Mercutio in “Romeo and 
Juliet’ and one of the brothers in The Bar- 
retts of Wimpole Street.” In the New York 
engagement that followed he played Tybalt 
in “Romeo and Juliet.”

. Persons watching through the port- 
holes will see such things as sinister- 
eyed octopi crawling over ebony lava 
rocks, grotesque crabs waving enor- 
mous pincers from behind shimmering 
purple veils of seafans, schools of mul- 
tihued fish darting among seaweed 
fronds in search of algae, mollusks and 
worms, shark suckers attaching them- 
selves to phlegmatic turtles, eels spawn- 
ing among beds of polished mussels, 
and ghostly jellyfish drifting past 
monoliths of brilliant coral. 

The larger of the two tanks is 100 
feet long, 40 feet wide and 18 feet 
deep. The other has a diameter of 75 
feet and a depth of 11. Enclosed gal- 
leries run at different levels within the 
walls of the two containers. The port- 
holes in these galleries and in the bot- 
tom of the tanks are so placed that the 
observer cari look from four angles: 
from the bottom, from the sides at a

The tanks and the flume, will con- 
tain more than 785,000 gallons of 
water, weighing approximately 6,542,- 


HE pumping system has been de- 
signed so that 3600 gallons of 
water can be pumped every 

minute, making it possible to fill the 
tanks in less than four hours. The wa- 
ter from the ocean will enter the tanks 
18 inches below the surface of the 
aquaria through inlets which are de- 
signed to create a rotating action on 
the surface, thus removing any atmos- 
pheric precipitation which otherwise 
would collect on the surface. 

A special form of concrete, blown 
through a “gun,” has been applied to 
the walls of the tanks to protect the 
steel from the salt water. 

Underneath the flume, there will be a 


complete laboratory where scientists 


may do research. Here will be the of- 
fice of Arthur F. McBride, former assist- 
ant to Dr. S. K. Noble of the American 
Museum of Natural History, who has 
been appointed biologist of the Marine 
Studios.

He and his Dread- 
naught are famous for the fast pass- 
ages they made. Samuels, like Stew- 
art, was very religious. He and his 
mates made the Dreadnaught known as 
‘the wild boat of the Atlantic,” a “wild 
boat” being one in which there was 
plenty of “belaying pin soup” and 
“hand spike hash” for the sailor who 
didn't attend to his business. Samuels 
always said he didn’t care how tough 
the “packet rats” came—he could make 
a good crew out of them. 

One day in 1859 when Samuels was 
about to sail from Liverpool with 200 
immigrants for New York, Liverpool -de- 
tectives came aboard and warned him 
that they had heard the sailors were 


going to make trouble for him. The 


port captain told him the same story. 
Samuels assembled his men, told them 
what he had learned about them, 
warned that they would lose out, and 
had them searched for weapons. A 


few hours later the ship was at sea.

Samuels knocked the man unconsci- 
ous. His officers put the man in irons.

IRST, Samuels went to his cabin 
and got two pistols. Then he 
sent the passengers below. But 
the crew refused to move. They 
crowded toward Samuels until he drew 
his pistols and threatened them with 
death, The passengers begged Sam- 
uels to return, but he said his destina- 
tion was New York and that was where 
he was going. For 56 hours Samuels 
and his officers went without sleep and 
the crew without food. ‘ 
Finally Samuels assembled 17 pass- 
engers, armed them with iron bars 
taken from the cargo, and advanced on 


the mutinous sailors. The sailors stood 
their ground, knives ready. Then both 
sides rushed and there was short, 
sharp struggle from which Samuels and 
his pasgengers emerged victorious. No 
one was seriously injured. . 

Laying his pistols aside, Samuels 
called on a sailor named Finnegan, 
who had been the ringleader, to apol- 
ogize. Finnegan replied that he never 
asked any man’s pardon. Samuels 
went for him with his fists, beat him 
into submission. The mutiny ended. 

The Dreadnaught was a mess. Sam- 
uels set the crew to work cleaning up. 
polishing brass, scrubbing decks and 
overhauling rigging. All the way into 
New York he worked them as they had 
never worked before. Just before the 
ship docked, Samuels assembled all 
hands, forgave the mutineers and 
preached to them of a better life. 

The police came aboard, but Sam- 
uels refused to make any charges. 
From then on, Samuels had little trou- 
ble on the Atlantic ferry.

"VELASQUEZ’

HE Philips of Spain, like 
any other batch of rul- 
ers, were a very, very 
assorted lot. One of 
them, the fifth, had the 
conceivably debatable 
honor of founding the re- 
cently deposed Bourbon 
dynasty. The top of the 
heap according to the 
books was Philip II, a famously tough hom- 
bre. But far better known today is his 
grandson, Philip [V—curiously, but signifi- 
Pe mp cag for no works of 
his own, 

Under his own name this Philip achieves 
a lone paragraph in the Encylopedia Brit- 
tanica, and even that could be compressed 
with little loss to his dates, 1605-65, and two 
sentences: “His reign... was a long story 
of political and military decay and disaster. 
. . . His court was grossly vicious.” 

There is his own poor bid for immortality. 
But at his court, dependent on his favor for 
food, lodging, medical attention and a wage 
of $44.50 a month (raised to $150 in 25 
years) lived and worked a painter, Velas- 
quez. Under the painter’s name, Philip, so 
curtly dismissed under his own, figures 
largely in two full pages of the reference 
work; through that connection Philip’s dull 
eyes, curling mustaches and Hapsburg un- 
der lip are more widely known now than 
when he lived, 300 years ago; and certain- 
ly but for that his reign, his wives, the 
shape of his last queen's brows, her habits 
of dress and even the way she wore her 
hair would not be the concerns of table talk 
and even heated debate here in Milwau- 
kee, as they are today.

For a crude indication of what that means, 
it is only necessary to cite that one famous 
Velasquez was purchased by popular sub- 
scription for the national gallery in England 
in 1905 for $225,000. 

The portrait was put on exhibition at the 
Milwaukee Art Institute. Opinions began to 
fly—"Velasques” ...

Ancestral Von Kem- 
pers had fought in the wars of the Spanish 
succession, and one of his forbears in an- 
other line, Sylvester Salisbury, English Gov- 
ernor at Albany, had been sent to Spain as 
a prisoner when the Dutch took Fort Orange. 
An original Holbein is still owned by the 


Salisburys. 


Kemper discounted these possibilities. 
This relative said that the portrait had 
never belonged to the bishop, but that Mrs. 
Kemper had bought it not many years ago 
in Florence and hung it in a small sitting 
room in the Kempers’ house in Milwaukee. 

Raab, who is now engaged in making 
linoleum cuts of Milwaukee scenes, printing 
at the Art Institute, was convinced the por- 
trait was the work of Velasquez before he 
could identify its subject. In student days 
he had made a particular study of the Span- 
ish artist, spent long hours before the Velas- 
quez paintings in the great European col- 
lections and copied the portrait of the In- 
fanta Margarita in the Louvre. 

At first he was inclined to call his find a 
portrait of the Infanta, oldest daughter of 
Philip II and his second wife, Mariana of 
Austria, who was married to him at 14.

Prof. Oskar Hagen, historian of the art

“Full length portraits of Mariana are in 
the Prado and at Schoenbrunn,” said Prof. 
Hagen. “A reduced version is in the Met- 
ropolitan. and sketches are in the collection 
of the New York Historical Society, in pri- 
vate collections in New York and in the col- 
lection of Sir George Drummond in Montreal.
